Citizens Endorse Ne- 


groes' Death. 


Gov. Folk Determined to Arrest Ringleaders- 


Mob Spirit Still Rampant, and the 


Least Incident May Occasion 


a Bloody Clash. 


SPRINGFIELD, April 
1C—Warrants 


for twenty-five persons charging them 
with being leaders in the mob were is- 
sued this afternoon, and a force of depu- 
ties was sent out to make .arrests. 


KANSAS CITY, April 1C.—A special 


from Springfield, Mo., to the Stur, says: 


"Notwithstanding the presence of arm- 


ed troops the fact that a grand jury had 
been called to indict the leaders of Sat- 
urday night's mob; that the county pros- 
eeutor has promised to issue warrants 
during the day nnd tho beat citizens have 
decried the triple lynching, the streets 
today are full of people who approve the 
work of the mob, who curse nil negroes 
and advise that they be run out of town. 


All danger of mob violence is not past. 


Hundreds of men openly curse and jeer 
the soldiers. Hundreds of men boldly 
utter tho threat that if arrests are made 
the people will rescue the arrested men 
and drive the militia as well as the ne- 
groes from the city. 
Everywhere this 


threat is heard: "This town is too small 
for negroes and whites to live in. One 
or the other must go." 


NEGRO'S RKMARK STIRS CROWD. 
An incident showing the trend of the 


feeling took place here today near the 
court house where hundreds of people 
were gathered, walking aimlessly about. 
A ne^ro leaning against the court house, 
with the troops nearby made the remark 
in a swaggering manner: "Give the col- 
ored men the gun; and we'll show you." 
Several white men threatened to close in 
on the negro when officers hustled the 
man away to jail. These are the things 
feared by the conservative citizen?. They 
know how trivial an incident may start a 
riot. 


After the meeting of the criminal court 


today when an order was given for the 
convening of the grand jury, Roscoc Pat- 
terson, prosecuting attorney said: 


"I slml) file information and issue war- 


rants for the nn-cst of every man I can 
learn was concerned in the lynching or 
the assault upon the jail. Those arrests 
will be made ax quickly as possible with- 
out wniting for the grand jury to act." 


FOLK ORDERS ARRESTS. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 16 — 


<U noon Governor Folk issued instruc- 
tions to Adjutant General DC Armond 
to direct General H. C. Clark, in com- 
mand of the state militia, now in Spring- 
field, to arrest the leaders of the mob oi 
Saturday night, put them in jail and sur- 
round the jail with troops for protection, 


•The governor-stated that the militia, 


will be kept in Springfield until quiet ard 
order is restored nnd danger of injury 
to persons and property is averted. 


This afternoon Governor Folk departed 


for St. Louitr to address the convention 
of the southwestern commercial clubs 
and will continue to receive reports from 
Springfield in St. Louis. 


300 SOLDIKRS IN TOWN. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., April 1C.—Quiet 


prevailed here today and tho indications 
were that tho. race trouble was ovei\ The 
presence of .the troops has had the effect 
of bringing the people to a full realiza- 
tion of the situation. The last of the 
state militia-ordered here by Gov. Folk 
arrived early today, and six companies 
now patrol the streets. With the first 
appearance of the soldiers la*t evening 
there came a revulsion of sentiment. Be- 
fore midnight a decided reaction had pet 
in nnd people began to condemn the iic- 
tion of the mob'that lynched the three 
negroes ami burned their bodies. 


NOT HER ASSAILANTS. 


Today this feeling gained strength es- 


pecially when it became thoroughly ap- 
preciated that Mu.bel Edmondson. the 
white domestic, had declared -positively 
that Duncan 'nnd Coker. two 
of 
the 


negroes lynched, were not her assailants. 
Thia was'heightened by the arrival from 
Jefferson City of an assifltnnt attorney 
"eneral. sent by Gov, Folk to 'aid the 
oounly'oftWinls in ferreting out and pro- 
secuting the members of the mob., the 
mimes of many of whom ore known 


SPRINGFIELD'S EASTKR SUNDAY. 


Springfield will long remember Kaster 


Sunday M » day of ihame and humilia- 


tion. Its day of atonement will conic 
soon when the men who made the dawn 
(if Easier hideous with the hanging and 
burning of three negroes pay the penal- 
ty which Gov. Folk and the state offi- 
cials have sworn to impose. 


Yesterday morning while the church 


bells were calling worshippers to ser- 
vices of thanksgiving the charred embers 
of 
three negroes, burned to 
make a 


mob's holiday Saturday night, still lay 
on the public square. Over them had 
been . reared a, statue personifying Jus- 
tice. 


The fire in which they died, around 


which the mob howled as Easter dawn- 
ed, 
was still smoliiering. There 
was 


gloom in the churches, and pastors found 
themselves unable to say the words of 
good ^yill they had prepared. 


Not until one militia company arrived 


and was followed by another and anoth- 
er, did the town breathe freely. 


All confidence had been lost in local 


officials, who showed their color so dis- 
tinctly Saturday night. The police force 
and sheriffs alike were scorned by the 
men who comprised-the mobs. But the 
spectacle of soldiers marching through 
the streets cowed them, and the news 
that rewards had been offered,for their 
arrest drove the ringleaders to cover.. 


BIG CROWD WATCHES ON, 


Five thousand persons saw the three 


negroes hanged and burned. Among the 
crowd of spectators were1 hundreds of 
women and children, girls and boys. In 
a hall overlooking the plaza an Easter 
dance was in progress. Its music stop- 
ped, 
while the dancers crowded to the 


windows and watched the writhing black 
bodies and the flames that finally con- 
sumed them. 


Today souvenirs of the night, consist- 


ing of a button from the trousers of one 
of the negroes, a piece of the hangman's 
rope, and other pieces of relics, were 
eagerly bought. 


ATTACK ON GIRL AROUSES MOB. 
It was a criminal attack on a girl by 


two negroes late Friday night, following 
a scries of crimes of which negroes were 
accused, that started the mob upon its 
work. The girl, Mabel Edmonson, who 
came here a few days ago in search of 
work, was taken from-a buggy after her 
escort had been stunned, and dragged in- 
to a clump of woods. 


Early Saturday two negroes- were ar- 


rested on suspicion. Later in the day 
the girl,saw the men. She declared they 
were not the men who attacked her. Des- 
pite this, the chief of police kept them in 
custody. The negroes were Fred Coker, 
21 years old, and Horace Duncan, 20 
years old. They were taken to Greene 
county jail. There also were confined 
two other negroes, 
Allen and Kane, 


charged with the murder last January of 
0. H. llunrk, a confederate soldier, SO 
years old. 


GUILTY ALLOWED TO ESCAPE. 
Coker, Duncan and Allen were lynch- 


ed and burned. The Edmonson girl de- 
clares the first two were innocent of the 
attack upon her. Police officials admit- 
ted that the guilt of Ruark's murder was 
fixed more firmly on the negro Kane than 
on Allen, who was burned. In the wild 
panic at the jail during the attack Kann 
cecapcd with the other prisoners. 


Guilt or innocence made no difference 


to the mob. It ceased to be. hurann when 
once fairly started on its -work. Crazed 
with a lust for blood, it sought only to 
kill, kill negroes against whom feeling 
was intense. 


LONG TO BE REMEMBERED. 


The scenes at the lynchings Saturday 


night will long remain in the memory of 
residents. After wreaking its fury on 
Horace Duncan nnd Fred Coper who were 
suspected of assault upon Mabel Edmon- 
sou, the mob turned its attention to oth- 
er negro prisoners. Kiino and Allen 
were suggested as lit subjects nnd tho 
hitter was found hilling under i\ cot in 
hi» cell. He was drugged out, his hands 
were tied behind his back, a rope wa« put. 
around his neck and he was marched to 
tlif tower in the square. 


DEATH-VERDICT PASSED. 


Two men climbed up the iron stairway 


nnd stood upon the platform with Allen, 
between them. One, a lantern in his j 


hand, faced the crowd below and waving 
his hand toward the negro, said: . 


"'Ladies and Gentlemen: This is Will 


Allen, the man who murdered old man 
Ruurk. What shall we do with- him?" 


"Hang him!" cried the croY7d."Throw 


him overboard!" 


."Can anyone identify the nigger?" ask- 


ed the spokesman. 


"Hold up the lantern," some one shout- 


ed. The man put the lantern up so it 
shone into the face of the negro and 
some one in the .crowd said: ' 


"Yes, I identify him; hang him." 
"Are you Will Allen !'i asked the ora- 


tor. 


"Yes, but I didn't kill Ruark," he an- 


swered. 


"I only know what I heard, that Bus 


Kane killed him," the negro answered. 


"Make him spit it out, make him con- 


fess," the crowd shouted. The man with 
the lantern shouted ngain: 


"Is this nigger guilty? Yes or no." 
Some 
one shouted—"Yes." 
Others 


cried—"No!" 


The mob was undecided. 
While the 


crowd was debating, the second man' on 
the platform began tying a rope to the 
iron railing. 


THROWN FROM TOWER. 


The negro stood directly above the 


smoldering ash. heap 
from 
which tho 


smell of burning 
flesh. arose. But he 


stood erect while the man with the hin- 
tern harangued the mob and the crowd 
jeered. In the meantime the rope had 
been placed about Allen's neck and pres- 
ently tlie hangman caught the negro's 
ankles, lifted him nnd threw him forward 
over tho railing. Allen turned a somer- 
sault in the air and as the rope became 
taut-Ins neck cracked like a pistol, shot. 
The rope broke and he fell.in the bed of 
coala on top of the other two negroes. 
There he. kicked and floundered around 
until another rope was brought, thrice 
loped around his neck and he was' again 
suspended in midair. 


More boxes were brought, another big 


fire was kindled and soon the swaying 
corpse fell into it. After that most- of 
the men went home, but some men and 
boys stayed at the tower all night and 
fed the fire. 


IMPOSSIBLE IN NEW MEXICO. 


ST. LOUIS, April 1C.—Governor Hoch 


of Kansas, Governor Hagerman of New 
Mexico nnd Gov. Da-vis of Arkansas, who 
are here as guests of the convention of 
the Southwestern Commercial clubs were 
asked today for expressions concerning 
the Springfield, Mo., lynching. 


Governor 
Hagerman, 
New 
Mexico, 


said: 


"Such a lynching as took 
place in 


Springfield, 
under a statue of liberty, 


with the police helpless could not have 
occurred in New Mexico. Our mounted 
police arc men who would take no ac- 
count of the odds against them in enforc- 
ing the law. It would be a lusting dis- 
grace 
to a sheriff in the territory to 


have a prisoner taken from him by a 
mob as it is to have a prisoner escape." 


Governor Hoch, Kansas, s:iid: 
"Race prejudice is not bounded by geo- 


graphical lines. This outbreak in -which. 
the mob did not wait to leurn whether 
the prisoners were guilty is another in- 
stance of this hyena-like spirit." 


•Governor David, Arkansas, said: 
"I have nothing to say on nny subject 


to a newspaper reporter. 
I don't want 


to see one. I have no opinion on the 
lyncbjng at Springfield, or any other sub- 
ject for publication." 


GIVEN CHANCE TO ESCAPE JAIL

SPRINGFIELD, 111., April 10— Judge 


Humphrey in the United States circuit 
court today declared Col. James Hamil- 
ton Lewis, corporation counsel of Chi- 
cago, in contempt of court and sentenced 
Co). Lewis to sixty days'.imprisonment 
in the Sangamon county jail. The sen- 
tence is to be remitted if Col. Lewis 
,,'ithin the next five days dismisses suits 
which lie brought in the Madison county 
circuit court in behalf of the Boston, 
(Mass.) Water and 
Light company 


against the Alton Water Works company 
nnd others to foreclose on second mort- 
gage bonds. 


Judge Humphrey had held that the 


Alton Water Works company is the 
property of the Farmers' Loan nnd Trust

MILWAUKEE, April 16.—Important 


ad missions were, made by the Northwest- 
ern Mutual Life Insurance company offi- 
cers at the legislative investigation to- 
day. President Palmer 
admitted that 


the election system which had been used 
by the company was obsolete, saying: 
"It's like some other things in the his- 
tory of the company. The company has 
grown too large for such a system ..and 
•it must be remedied." 


General Counsel George H. Noyes; of 


the company declared it was the inten- 
tion, of the company to radically change 
the,form of the assignment demanded 
from 
policy holders making loans, 'on' 


their policies. The clause in the^ North- 
western Mutual Life Insurance company 
has .been the most severe of any: com- 
pany, on this point. Judge Noye3;soid: 


"Shortly after I assumed the office of 


general counsel on February 10 last. I 
was asked, to draw a more lenient assign- 
ment clause and I have been giving study 
to the question ever shice and a more 
lenient clause will shortly be offered to 
the policyholders "desiring loans." 


CONSIDERED'IT LKGITIMATE. 


Color was given 1th e examination by a 


personal statement from President Pal- 
mer in regard to his wife's loans on pol- 
icies. PresidentXjfiilraer feels much hurt 
that so. inucli.-puh«kity<ias been given 
this luiitter. He declared that he consid- 
ered his wife's loans a legitimate form 
of investment and that they were all 
made from her own private funds, inher- 
ited by licr from her father. He also 
claimed that the majority of the loans 
made were upon tontine policies, which 
the company could not loan. He also 
declared.that where renewals had been 
made upon policies on which the com- 
pany might have loaned, the rate of in- 
terest higher than six per cent had been 
reduced Lo that amount. As a matter of 
fact, however, according to the state- 
ment of former Attorney General Jamea 
L. O'Connor, who is conducting the ex- 
amination, one loan made by Mrs-. Pal- 
mer, on a policy, ran for one year at 3 
per cent after the company waa making 
loans :it six per cent. The correspon- 
dence in the 
hands of the 
committee 


shows this fact. 


President Palmer claimed that it was 


against the policy of the company to 
have private individuals make loans on 
policies upon which the company could 
extend loans. 
SEEKS MISSING PAPERS 


Col. J. B. Murphy Still Looking; 


for Contents of Satchel 


Stolea Here. 


Colonel J. B, Murphy of Milwaukee, 


was in the city yesterday, in consulta- 
tion with the police department, con- 
cerning a dress suit case which disap- 
peared from a Chicago &, Northwestern 
railway train on Marsh 21, supposed to 
have been taken by nomo Italians who 
left the train xit Racine Junction. In 
the case were many valuable papers. At 
the time of the robbery Colonel Murphy 
was on his way lionie from attending tho 
funeral of his parents who died at Par- 


ersburg, W. Va. The papers included 


his marriage .certificate, sijmed by tho 
hue President William McKinley as -wit-, 
ness, a deed for 500 acres of land, and 
there are property interests involved in 
the papers both in this country and tho 
Philippines, whore the colonel was sta- 
tioned a long time. 


Colonel Murphy advertised in various 


papers and offered a reward of $50 for 
the papers, parties having the papers to 
meet him at a Chicago hotel. He receiv- 
ed letters from a number of persona in- 
dicating tliat the papers were in the 
hands of a gang of thiovns. Six of the 
thieves were captured at Chicugo and 
swine 'of the papers wore recovsred. Four 
of tho bunch were let gtj, but two were 
held. The colonel is convinced thnt the 
satchel is here, but tho .police were not 
able 'to find any .trace of it and they be- 
lieve that i£ it was taken off at Racine 
Junction by.any member of the gang, it 
was immediately shipped or taken bnck 
to Chicago.

COMPEOMISE TALK 


HEAKD FREQUENTLY 


No Hope Hatten Will be the Man- 


Younger Stalwarts Would End 


Factionalism—Fig-Jit on Old 


Lines Likely Tnis Year. 


MILWAUKEE, 
April 16—Now that 


the municipal elections are over politi- 
cians "uurn to the state ticket. The pro- 
priraary campaign is likely to be in full 
bloom within a few weeks, to continue 
all through the summer. A formal an- 
nouncement of his platform is expected 
from Governor Davidson shortly. 


There is considerable talk of a com- 


bination between the governor and W. 
H. Connor, but the latter when in Mil- 
waukee recently refused to enlighten in- 
quirers on the matter. 
The way in 


•which tho situation is shaping . itself 
•would appear to make something of the 
kind probable. It is certain that Speak- 
er Lenroot will have the support of Sen- 
ator La Follette. This will bring to him 
a large part of the radical La Follette 
men, constituting a large section, of the 
half-breed wing of the party. It is ad- 
mitted among politicians that In a four- 
cornered fight, such as would ensue if all 
the candidates remained in the field, 
neither Davidson or Connor would be 
able to get tlie nomination without help 
from the stalwarts, and this- would have 
to be kept quiet lest it result in scaring 
the half-breeds over into the Lenroot 
camp. 


Which will be the one selected to make 


the race in case of such an alliance, is 
uncertain, but the indications are that1 


it will be the governor. 


HOUS'ER WITH LENROOT. 


Meanwhile, Mr. Lenroot is strength- 


ening his lines by judicious alliances. It 
is well understood that Secretary of 
State Houser, who is desirous of serving 
the state for auother term, has oast his 
lot with the speaker, and is promoting 
his candidacy in every way he cnn. In 
'fact, he is looked upon as Mr. Lenroot's 
manager and chief adviser in the prelim- 
inary fight. So far Mr. Houser is the 
only one of the state officers who has 
come out flatly for * renomination. 


SEEK COMPROMISE CANDIDATE. 


There is still heard talk of a comprom- 


ise candidate, nnd since the election here 
the younger members of the p<irty have 
expressed themselves as hopeful that 
some energetic young man will duplicate 
in the state the campaign which Mayor 
Becker made in 'Milwaukee so success- 
fully. This does not seem at all likely 
at present. A campaign of this kind 
mi"ht easily be conducted in Milwaukee, 
and be a failure in the state, it is point- 
ed 'out. Conditions are entirely differ- 
ent, and besides there «eems to me no 
one to take the role of peacemaker with 
a club. All hope of Senator Hatten bc- 
infr induced to stand as a compromise 
candidate is dead, for the reason that 
the friends and supporters of the four 
candidates already in the field have 
shown no intention of listening to any 
peace'talk. So far aa can be seen now, 
the Cght will go on oa laid out to a fin- 
ish.

NO STALWART PLANS. 


What the stalwarts will do is a conuu* 


drum. Among the. older ones a desire is 
shown to put a stalwart candidate into 
the field, on the belief that if the Etal- 
vjirt vote can be cant solidly for one 
candidate he will have a good chance of 
being nominated. It has even been sug- 
gested that the stalwarts call a conven-, 
tion, and decide on a candidate, but it. 
has not gone beyond the stage of sugges- 
tion.. Among the younger members of 
that wing there is shown a desira to put 
an end to the present factional flght 
through dropping the radicals on either 
side, and uniting on a good man simply 
because he ia a Republican, without any 
brand of any kind. Two years from now 
something of this kind is likely to hap- 
pen, but for the present the fight will 
continue on factional lines.

NOT TO ASK FRANCHISE 


President Frost of New Electric 


Railway to Depend on 


Local Cars. 


'• It .is stated upon the best of authority 
that Pesident Frost of the Chicago & 
Milwaukee Electric 
railway, 
now in 


course of construction between Chicago 
and Milwaukee, and which passes this 
city just west of Mound cemetery, wilt 
not ask for a- franchise- to enter Racine. 
This was stated at a session of Republi- 
can aldermen held at the city hall on 
Saturday evening. 
The further state- 


ment was made that Mr. Frost said he 
did not propose to ask for a franchise 
into Kenoeha; that BO far aa Racine was 
concerned he would depend on the local 
Belle City cars to carry passengers out 
who desired to take this line. The hand- 
some $5,000 station will bo built near 
tho corner of Twelfth and Washington 
avenue. 


Condemnation proceedings for right of 


way hare already commenced. Papers 
were filed in the circuit court in the mat- 
ter of the application of the Chicago '& 
Milwaukee Electric Railway company for 
"the condemnation of certain lands in the 
county of Racine, for the uses and pur- 
poses of right-of-way and depot grounds 
of said company. The property in ques- 
tion is a part of the Pierce farm. 
It 


seems that the line will pass through the 
orchard of the Pierce property and that 
$5,000 was asked for the land. The rail- 
way people deemed the price too oteep 
and hence the condemnation proceedings. 
Commissioners will no doubt be named 
in a few clays. 


GUN EXPLODES; .7 SLAIN 


Disaster on the Kearsage Just 


Two Years After the One 


on Missouri. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—Seven men 


were killed, two more injured so serious- 
ly that it is feared they will die and a 
number of others badjy hurt by an -ax- 
plosion of powder in the forward gun 
turret of the battle ship Kearsarge, off 
the coast of Cuba Friday. Just 
two 


years previously to a day thirty-three 
men were killed by a somewhat similar 
explosion on the battle ship Missouri. 
Tlie fact that both accidents occurred on 
the 13th day of the month, one on a 
Friday, and one in a thirteen-inch gun 
turret, has caused a shiver of superstit- 
ious terror among naval men. This is 
intensified by the origin of these disas- 
ters, and the fact that they seem to he 
almost impossible of prevention. 


The Atlantic fleet, the strongest fight- 


ing squadron America has ever owned,, 
had been for weeks engaged in the most 
severe drills in the waters of the Carib- 
bean Sea, culminating in the quarterly 
target practice. This practice was just 
about concluded \vith most satisfactory 
results, and it was confidently expected 
at the department that all records would 
be broken in tho matter, of rapidity- of 
fire and efficiency o£ the gunners. 


There is much speculation here in na-1 


val circles ns to how the accident occurr- 
ed. General astonishment is expressed 
that the battle ship was not damaged 
and more men killed. Thee were twenty- 
five men in the turret when the powder 
exploded, and it is not explained how 
they escaped. It is not understood how 
three sections of the powder became ig- 
nited without setting fire to the entire 
charge. Each charge is divided into four 
sections weighing between 80 and. 90 
pounds. Three of these exploded bui; not 
the fourth. 


PETITIONS SUPREME COURT 


WASHINGTON, April 16.—In the su- 


preme court of the United States, Attor- 
ney Edmund F. Richardson of Denver, 
Colo., today entered a motion to advance 
the hearing in the cases of Charles H. 
Moyer, W. D. Hay wood and George A. 
Pettibono in custody in Idaho, on the 
charge of assassinating former Governor 
Steunenberg of that state. He informed 
the .court that the men were virtually 
kidnapped in Colorado by the collusion 
of the governor of that state, with the 
governor of Idaho. The court took the 
motion under advisement.

•While experimenting last night at his 
laboratory in East Chester, Prof, ttur- 
tenhergor, the inventor of a new explos- 
ive said to be twenty times more power- 
ful than dynamite, was fatally injured 
by an explosion.

Mmxlm Gorky Say* Priest Sold Himielf to 


Ra«isllMn: Government,.

NEW YORK,. April. 13.—A real insight, 


into 'the character'of Father Gapon,-for; 
raer leader of the .Moscow, revolutionists^ 
who later disappeared 'from'Russia.and. 
bobbed ' up'again, playing roulette 
at 


Monte Carlo, was given today by Maxim 
Gorky, the.writer and revolutionary 
agent, who- is here to interest Americans 
in the cause of free Russia. 


The novelist was garbed in the peas- 


ant's blouse of his country, with a long; 
inch wide, black leather belt around his 
waist, the dangling ends and buckles of 
which were trimmed with silver filigree 


Gorky pronounced it 


Gapone—"should have been killed ori^the 
'day of the massacres in Moscow. He 
then would 'have died a hero. On that 
bloody Sunday the rapid march of events- 
had projected him to the front rank of 
the revolution. By no design' of his he 
found himself the champion .of a great 
cause, the leader of a movement that 
might have upse,t a dynasty. But his 
uoul was too small for the task. The 
government measured the man and found 
he was only as tall as the little heap of 
roubles they gave him. For these rou- 
bles—only 219,000 of them—he gave him- 
self to the government." 


"Capon was bribed to betray those 


whose cause he was supposed to cham- 
pion. A committee, appointed 
by the 


socialist Democrat bund, investigated his 
conduct after he had fled from Russia. 
It; was found that, in all, 210,000fc-oubles 
had been' paid for hia treason. From the 
government, through the agency oi a 
secret service officer, he received 100,000 
roubles; from Witte himself, 60,000 
more; from Tymirazoff, 
the assistant

,tory, 29,000 more.

Gap'on dropped to the ground with the 
first volley, untouehed.

An officer stepped forward 
in the hush that followed and warned us 
to disperse, saying that if we didn't he 
would be compelled to order the troops 
to fire once more. Without a word every 
man there bared his chest, and advanced 
with a slow tread upon the troops." 


GORKY STIRRED BY MEMORY. 
Carried, away Ijy the memory of that 


scene, Gorky arose to his full six feet 
two inches and tore hi* blouse _open to 
illustrate the movements of his com- 
rades on that day, inviting death. His 
face was aflame with the fire of fanati- 
cism and bU nostrils quivered with exhal- 
tation. There was a silence, and a repre- 
sentative of Wahreit, who is acting as 
interpreter, asked with bated breath if 
the troops had fired a second time. 


"Yes," replied Gorky., his face cloud- 


ing ominously, "they did; not once again, 
but twice, three times, until there were 
none left to shoot down."

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TAKIFF REVISION. 


' There arc no reasons visible for think- 
ing there will bo any reduction of our 
va«t foreign commerce durinjj tho pres- 
ent fiscal year. If the tariff undergoes 
revision it will not bo upon the lines of 
reducing tho revenues, but inequalities 
will be removed, cxcewiy; protection up- 
on some articles which only foster mono- 
poly be called flown and increased protec- 


, tion given the smaller industries by prop- 


er legislation that will enable them to 
cope with the great trusts of the land. 


Further sundry devices which by prcs- 


!o'nt provision* exist, admitting certain 
articles or productions free of duty, pro- 
Vide in cose other countries levy duties, 
-.that then in such case, a fixed duty is 
levied on similar productions, enables 
great trusts to take udvautajjc of such 
duty and assess it to American consum- 
ers. Thus oil is' on the free list, but by 
tho svtrtem permitted a complete protec- 
tion is given which prevents any foreign 
country importing their oils into tho 
United State* to compete with our oil 
magnates. Tills duty'must bo equal to 
that of the foreign country levying a 
duty and exists on both the raw und re- 
ined products. There are 124 countries 
levying a duty, Russia being one, with u 
duty of 11 cents. This 11 cents is then 
imposed against any Russian oil, and of- 
fwtimlly excludes that country from sell- 
ing a gallon 'of oil in the United States. 


An explanation was lately given of this 


condition of things on this particular in- 
dustry by ft Washington correspondent, 
William W. Smith, which is not without 
interest. 


"We often hear it stated that pelro- 


leunj is on the 'free liat,' but it is not 
generally known,, I take it. that petro- 
leum is only t'ree''provided that it" there 


' be imported into the United States crude 
petroleum or the products of crude petro- 
leum produced in nny country which im- 
poses a duty on petroleum or its pro- 
ducts, there shall be levie.1, paid and cnl: 
lected, a duty upon >aid crude petroleum 
or its products so impprled equal to the 
duty imposed by said country.' At last 
nccnunts it appears that there were 
duties levied on petroleum by 124 coun- 
tries with !i05 different duties. 113 of 
which were on refined. 105 duties on 
crude petroleum, ami 377 duties on the 
products of petroleum. Tt is well known 
mid generally admitted that the by-pro- 
ducts in refining petroleum pay all the 
expense of refining and leave a handsome 
profit, and this being the case in Russia, 
as well as in the United States, it is 
claimed that refined Russian oil can bo 
imported into this country at a cost of 
two cents per gallon. Russia levies n 
duty of a fraction over eleven cents per 
gallon on refined 'petroleum, which op- 
erates exclusively ngaiust the-Standard 
Oil Company. A paternalistic govern- 
ment, however, under the provision of 
the Dingley act quoted, levies the same 
duty of eleven cents ngaiu»t Russian oil 
and in favor of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany. Tt is said the Standard Oil Com- 
pany is now selling refined petroleum at 
four cents per gallon for export in bulk, 
which it is enabled to do largely because 
of tho duty of eleven cents thus imposed 
keeps Russian oil out of thi« market. At 
the sHtno time, tho domestic consumer 
is vl.iirged from seveu to ten cents per 
gallon by the thousand barrels. 
Petro- 


leum may bo on the free list, but it 
would appear to have about all the pro- 
tection even the Standard Oil Company 
could possibly want. 
In. view of the 


above, it does not seem remarkable that 
the Standard Oil Company should have 
declared dividends at 'the rate of over 
forty million dollars per year since -it 
secured the exclusive control of the 
American market by crushing out home 
competition and eliminating foreign com- 
petition by means of the tariff, while 
prior to that the overage dividend was 
only about twelve million dollars per an- 
num 
It has been claimed that while 


nominally capitalized at $100,000,000 in 
round nuinbers, the*paid up capital of tKe 
Standard is only forty million dollars 
cash. <(0 that the dividends of forty-eight 
million dollars paid in 1900 a-nd 
IbOl 


amount to forty-eight per cent on the 
gross capitalization and 120 per cent on

capitalization.

In arranging for the encouragement of 


our industries exporting abroad, it can- 
be so fixed, that American consumers will 
not pay .more' than do,'the foreign con- 
sumers, as is the case now on'some arti- 
cles. "Proper reciprocity treaties'will be 
arranged for more upon the lines of that 
groat apostle of protection, James G. 
Elaine.' In any tariff revision under Re- 
publican auspices it may bo depended up- 
on true, protection will not be departed 
from. 


BUYING MACK VAT.UKS. 


As illustrating the great difference be- 


fore and after,' it is assorted corpora- 
tions on joy ing-valuable 'franchises often 
in tho-.first place given 'them for noth- 
ing, hold them at fabulous values when 
it for reasons has .become necessary for 
'the public to buy them back, but for 
taxable purposes such possess an insig- 
nificant value. 


Tin's trait is not at all confined to 


any particular state or locality, for such 
characteristic is 'general in all commu- 
nities. The franchise value is- notorious- 
ly, in many instances, really by far-tho 
greatest value attaching to the stocks 
and bonds, for the mere physical value 
is not in proportion along the franchise 
value. In Now York the courts have 
held 
the state may assess these fran- 


chises, but so far as any one has heard, 
the taxation value is but a bagatelle. 
An instance of the great worth of a 
good franchise is shown; in the, state- 
ment the New York Central only asks 
$100,000,000.from New York City in re- 
turn for its giving up its right to occupy 
certain streets with its tracks. 


The Ledger,', of Philadelphia, one of 


the conservative papers in; the country, 
and which has its opinions about people 
who express opinions on corporations, 
says regarding the above-mentioned mat- 
tor that: 


"Tho difference between the value of 


a franchise when'a corporation wants 
to sell it or force the city to take it and 
what it ' values it at for taxable pur- 
poses is forcibly illustrated in the case 
of the New York Central railroad, which 
wnnts $100,000,000 for its rights on llth 
avenue and other streets, from which it 
is proposed in a' bill passed by the leg- 
islature to remove the company's tracks. 
Under the special franchise assessment 
by the state board, and 'which under- the 
Ford law is taxable the same as real 
estate for city purposes, it is shown that 
the franchise of the Ne>v 'York Central 
railroad for tracks lengthwise on Tlth 
avenue and other streets was assessed 
in 1'JOu as worth Sl,480,000, and the cor- 
poration was expected to pay the regu- 
lar real estate tax rate of New York 
City upon this valuation. 


The New York Central objected to 


this valuation ns excessive, and the pay- 
ment of its taxes upon this franchise 
is now held- up in the supreme court of 
Xe\v York 'pending certiorori -proceed- 
ings- which it has instituted to review 
the action of the. State Board of Tax 
Commissioners in fixing the value of the 
franchise at J?l ,480,000." 


This sort oi thing is not- at all con- 


fined to New York'City. It has'been 
abundantly shown in many of the larger 
cities. It might be in our own if the 
occasion arose. 


' IN T11K 


The proposition to exploit the Philip- 


pines should be laid down upon. The 
safety provisions provided for some time 
ago which saved to the Filipinos their 
public land domains from being-taken 
possession of by great syndicates should 
be retained, not repealed. 
Under the 


first laws enacted for the Philippines it 
was so provided no syndicate could -pos- 
sibly .secure large tracts' of larid, -agri- 
cultural, mineral or of timber, and small 
tracts no larger than forty ncres,being 
the maximum that could be acquired by 
any one person, and 2,500 acres by any 


] firm or corporation. 


Now it Is alleged the country is- not 


being -exploited, rapidly enough and that 
corporations cannot accomplish anything 
to the purpose under the beggarly pro- 
visions made-.for the' safety of the only 
people- who are interested,.the Philippine 
people themselves. • Therefore, if 
tho 


laws are repealed, thus giving the clear 
lie to every one of our professions at the 
time, and give a wide path by which or: 
ganized syndicates may take possession 
of great territories, high as twenty-five 
thousand acres, at a lick, as is'intended 
to uow. provide, 'it will only increase 
what is a growing.feeling that wo have 
swallowed in the Philippines much more 
than is healthy for the national stom- 
ach to digest. It will necessarily further 
add to the animosity of many of the 
Filipino people who arc able" to recog- 
nize in this, contemplated as yet, new 
departure, opening their' country to the 
depredation and rule of the American 
corporation, and depriving their people, 
of their rightful own. 


It is wholly immaterial whether or not 


our syndicates flourish upon the sus- 
tenance'of these rich lands. It -is- en- 
tirely -immaterial if the more indolent 
Filipinos develop their great resources 
or not'with the rapidity with which our 
syndicated organizations might, and let 
it be understood $hat in -this develop1 


ment- it is1-a farr.;:.qucstion to ask who 
gets- the bulk -'oJF' the ''proceeds. If these 


I Filipinos doc't. care: to .develop; as .the 


cupidity of our capitalists might do, still 
during all the arguments going on"-in 
which public sentiment was crystalling 
favorable-to retain these, islands, it was 
'dwelt upon'insistently that-we. were, not 
to exploit; but' to, govern the- Philippines 
in. tho'-strict interests'.of these people': 
What is now proposed to-do, can hirdly 
be regarded as.fulfilling'our promises. 


. 
THAT CHICAGO DECISION. 


It seams clear- that if the efforts of any 


governmental' 'departments- on" tho line 
of unearthing the mysteries-of doings of 
trade,combinations are -to continue, it 
only opens a splendid avenue by which 
any trust official 'may with perfect im- 
punity, escape-for himself and his cor- 
poration or syndicate- any prosecution, 
anyway any-use whatever of the evi- 
dence gathered, only provided such offi- 
cial and officials'.testified 'voluntarily -orj 
invbluv.tarily,. since .the Judge Humphrey; 
decision in the meat packers' case xnad& 
no difference! as is perceivable in this; 
feature, against them. This applies to; 
the. books and' papers as well. • 
• 
• 


A review of the Judge Humphrey de-1 


cision says "The. highest 
government 


sources are convinced if this decision isi 
to'be construed as. law, there is no way; 
on earth to get after the culprits of the 
sugar trust who have been fattening on 
rebates—no way on earth by which the 
investigation of the Standard'Oil com- 
pany, no matter what criminality it may 
unfold 
can bring punishment to 
the 


criminals. This is the situation-^ that 
confronts the Roosevelt administration 
and it may be-, well imagined, how the ap- 
parent Impotence of the government to 
do anything against those • whom the 
president in public speech and official 
correspondence has declared to be ene- 
mies of the republic, makes a man of his 
blood fill with righteous indignation." 


To many laymen, however, this decis- 


ion appears unsound, since in court pro- 
ceedings, there are processes compelling- 
witnesses-'to.testify to their consequent, 
great injury,' one of these processes be-i 
ing that of what is called supplementary 
proceedings and another, that part of the 
code allowing for what may be called 
Statutes of discovery, this compelling pro- 
duction of books, papers and evidence, 
as well as. testimony, all of which in. con- 
sequent proceedings are certainly .used' 
against those testifying by word or doc- 
umentary evidence they have been re- 
quired to produce.1 Senators have openly 
said the government should have the 
right of. appeal in-civil cases, this being 
apparently presumed to be denied in tho 
packers' cases. 


PROPAGANDISTS THKMSBL.VES. 


The statement'has been made that the 


most'important agent or propaganda for 
government and state ownership and 
management of-public utilities, is-the 
average public service corporation'itself. 
The New York Herald takes this view 
for in commenting upon the statement of 
the president of the Street Car Com- 
panies' Association of America, that city, 
ownership was municipal socialism, not 
long since said: 


"This is probably, true, nnd the street 


car companies, by their utter lack of con- 
sideration for the rights of the traveling 
public, are doing more to make the pro- 
paganda popular than nit the socialist or- 
ators and workers in this country." 


What is about true is that if the pub- 


lic -were treated with as scant courtesy 
and indifference by the employes of busi- 
ness houses, of manufactories and of're- 
tnil-stores, as they arc very often by the 
employes and officials of these public 
corporations, there would be trouble, in- 
deed.'and a new assortment of business 
houses and .stores would certainly take 
the place of the old. It is not alone 'the 
scantiness with which the great * public 
are treated, but the manner in which 
thc.wcorpoiations generally carry out 
the terms of their franchises. The»e arc 
merely incidentals and through the slack- 
ness of public officials, become, nnd have 
become permanencies. 


Were these public service corporations 


to be managed, conducted towards the 
public properly, nnd were every franchise 
term, such as graft and indifference have, 
been permitted to be inserted .in fran- 
chises even enforced strictly, there would 
be but little of this talk of public own- 
ership and management. As the Herald 
intimates, it is in the power of these cor- 
porations themselves to terminate much 
of the present admitted growing strength 
looking towards stnte and municipal 
ownership an3 management. 


• APPr.Y At-r. AMKND. 


The order iMiied by Secretary Taft to 


commandants of Soldiers' Homes in- 
structing them to keep out of politics 
should certainly be mndc to apply to the 
postmasters of some of our big cities. 
In more'than one! the. postmaster is a 
power iTi city politics and county as well. 
The recent official advices issued formally 
bv the postmaster general, as well an 
the president himself, that efficiency is 
the word; that tenures of office are de- 
pendent on faithful nnd efficient service, 
not upon1 politics, and the official defini- 
tion defining'the limitations of postmas- 
ters as to taking part in politics ought 
to applv everywhere, and not in parts of 
the country. -The president not long 
since regrettably stated -senatorial in- 
fluence was too strong; but let him give 
Cortelyou full sway. Something will hap- 
pen then. 


ONE CITY MARSHAL. 


A new thing comes from Denver, a 


new process by. which fault finding ald- 
ermen and citizens may be forced 
to 


themselves assist in suppressing- places 
where liquor is illegally sold "or gamb- 
ling carried on. It seems a badgered city 
marshal found himself at the point where 
the council'.had ordered him to .either 
close up some joints, that is some alleged 
clubs selling liquor illegally or else ire- 
sign. This.was rather a--corker on the 
marshal until he bethought himself of a 


tpjan b"y which', he'could compel these'ald- 
'ermen t^eihscivcB.to risk 'their .good- 
clothes and'temper arid, do. most of the 
work. This p)an-,',was novel, but it-was.. 
perfectly,'legal .and lie proceeded to put 
it into execution. .

..The program he adopted .was -Simple 
enough, for'^first .making out the line of- 
work and locating the- alleged clubs'-he 
had .been ordered to close or resign, he 
then proceeded^ to formally 
deputize 


every alderman thus constituting each a 
peace officer, and than forced the body to 
go with him on tho attack. The clubs 
were visited, on entrance forced and tho 
raid was on in dead earnest. The body 
of aldermen assisted by. the marshal seiz- 
ed the liquor stocks and removed such 
,;to the city hall .with the raid a great 
success.1 It Beams' the marshal was. in 
some danger as previously the joint own- 
,ers had threatened to Wll him if .he dar- 
,ed to enter their premises, and his nicely 
conceived plan of forcing the city council 
.members to join in the raid, compelled 
-.them to also assume the risk of being, 
.slaughtered.-

SHOULD HAVE A CARE, 


' -The yellow magazines, who for a long 
tirne have been exploiting alleged crimes 
in, their publications and dealing^ espe- 
cially with the so-called political grnft 
will be up against it if the libel suits of 
a distinguished Wisconsin citizen againBt 
one of. them wins out. These people 
making a specialty of dealing in sensa- 
tional matter probably realize that be- 
ing fair and giving- the other side of 
things as to' articles1 political, would 
spoil the bizarre effect, and so in more 
than one case the writer of this sort 
of fiction utterly ignored every particle 
of evidence furnished by those interest- 
ed in whom he purposely intended to, 
blacken. The graft of one side is calm- 
ly ignored in toto, let UB, however, call 
it "nfethods," while for the graft of the 
other side it has to be manufactured for 
the'occasion. So that tho dealingsSvith 
congressmen arid senators in any of these 
alleged historical' write-ups are to'' be 
'taken with large discounts .and very liko- 
lV'wholly discredited. If one pretends 
he 'is'.to write up a story of politics, 
'whether in a state or at the headquar- 
ters of the nation, and the-to-be-accus'ed 
hears of it and proffers equally'good 
evidence showing the existence,of .two 
well-defined sides, the writer.is miming 
serious' risks in refusing to give but ono 
side, as is his employer later in flatly re- 
fusing to give the accused a hearing. 


A LBADKB DETHRONED 


Dowie, once the pompous, the haughty, 


is down and out. True he w making a 
gallant effort to reinstate himself in his 
former exalted place, but his one time 
adherents have steeled 
their hearts 


against him and lie might as well sub- 
mit to the inevitable with good grace. He 
has gone the way' of all flesh—namely, 
a decrease in the powers of vitality—and 
although the inhabitants of Zion City 
may say that such is the cose because he 
has offended and has fallen a victim to 
the devil, nevertheless the same waning 
of the physical power's will overtake 
present Overseer Vbliva if he lives long 
enough, no matter whether he rules wise- 
lv or not..

ANTHRACITE OPERATORS AND AR- 


BITRATION. 


Chicago Daily News: In their reply 


to the recent proposal of the anthracite 
miners offering to submit pending differ- 
ences to arbitration the operators in tha 
anthracite districts last Tuesday made a 
counter proposal limiting the issues to be 
arbitrated to the question of wages and 
the adjustment 
of complaints. They 


further limited the scope of investigation 
by stipulating that the arbiters should 
determine only whether, since the awcrd 
of the lart strike commission, there has 
been any change of conditions that would 
require a change of conditions that would 
require n change of the award. The op- 
erators "stand firmly on the principles" 
enunciated in that award, declaring that 
"any arbitration that does not perma- 
nently settle such questions is a fnroc." 


The anthracite miners now meet this 


reply with another proposal in which the 
terms 'of their original demand are con- 
siderably modified. They do not ask for 
an agreement with 
the 
United Mine 


Workers of America, but only 'with the 
anthracite miners. They consent to eli- 
minate some of the pending issues from 
the scope pf arbitration, practically re- 
ceding from the demand that the opera- 
tors collect union levies for the union. In 
fubstance, they virtually accept the sug- 
gestion that the question of continuing 
the aw-nrd of 1902 be referred to the con- 
sideration of the original commission or 
to one similarly, constituted. 


These arc substantial concessions and 


disclose a serious purpose to seek a set- 
tlement by peaceable means. They do 
not narrow the scope of the investigation 
down lo Hie'point desired by the opera- 
tors, but the latter 'cannot afford 
to 


stand on their'-dignity nnd insist that 
there bd no modification of the award 
fixed in 3902.' Conditions have changed 
materially since' then and it is only fair 
that the' proposed strike 
commission 


should take cognizance of this change 
and go into the broader aspect* of the 
situation. 
Presidents Baer and Trnes- 


dale now declare, their purpose to "stand 
pat" on their original proposal and r«fuso 
the,miaers' offer. They will make a mis- 
take if they take thi.> uncompromising 
attitude in the face of a fair offer to ar- 
bitrate.

MUCK-RAKE 


President Upbraids Those Who 


See Only the Depraved 


in Life. 


The Liar if His Mendacity Takes Form of Slan- 


der Is No Better Than the Thief ~ De- 


livers Address at Laying of 


Corner Stone. 


WASHINGTON, April 14.—In the pres- 


ence of a di.Htinguiohed assemblage with 
tho president of the United States tak- 
ing a prominent part, with the supreme 
court and tho senate, the house of rep- 
resentatives and the diplomatic corps, as 
spectators, and before u Uu'gc concourse 
of people, the corner btone of tlie office 
building for the house of representatives 
was laid with impressive ceremonies this 
afternoon. 


The address of the day \vas made by 


President Roosevelt, who spoke on "the 
man with the iimcfc-rako," in part as fol- j 
lows: 


THE PRESIDENTS SPEECH. 


Over a century ago Washington laid 


the corner stone of the capital in which 
wag tlieu littli; more than a tract of 
wooded wilderness hero beside.the Poto- 
mac, 
We now find it necessary to pro- 


vide by grout additional buildings for the 
business of the government. This growth 
in the need for the housing of the gov- 
ernment is bat a proof and example of 
.the way in which tho nation has grown 
and the sphere of action of the national 
government has grown. We now admin- 
ister the affairs of a nntiou in which tho 
extraordinary growth of population 1ms- 
been outstripped by 
the 
growth of 


wealth and the growth in complex in- 
terests. Tho material problems that 
face us today are not such as they were 
in Washington's time, but tho uudeyly- 
\ng facts of human nature are the same 
now ns they were then. Under altered 
external form we war with the same ten- 
dencies toward evil that were evident in 
Washington's time, .and are helped by 
the same tendencies for good. It is 
ubout some of these that I wish to say 
a word today. 


Jl AX WITH M UCK- R AKE. 


In Bunyan's Pilgrim'a Progress you 


may recall" the description the .Man with 
the* Muolc-rukc. the man who could look 
no way but downward, with the muck- 
rake in his hand; who was offered a ce- 
lestial crown for his muck-rake, but who 
would neither look up nor regard the 
crown he was offered., but continued to 
rivke to himself the tilth of the tloor. 


In Pilgrim's Progress this Man with 


the Jliiek-vnUe i<" set forth as the exam- 
ple of him whose vision is fixed on car- 
nal instead of on spiritual things. Yet 
he also typifies the Jiitin who in tlu* life 
consistently refuses to see aught that is 
lofty, n ml 'fixes his eyes with solemn in- 
toHtness only on that which is vile and 
debasing. 


TIMES WHEN IT JS NEKDED. 


Now, 
it is very necessary 
that we 


'nhould not llinch from seeing what is 
vile and debasing,. There in'filth on the 
iloor, ;nid it must be scraped un with the 
iimck-nike; and'there arv 
tunes 
nnd 


placi's 
where this service is the 
most 


needed of ;ill the .services th:it can be 
performed, 
lint the man who never docs 


unvthing else, who never thinks or 
speaks or writes, save of his feats with 
tho muck-rake, speedily becomes, not a 
help to society, not an incitement to 
good, but one of the most potent forces 
lor evil. 


LIAR NO BETTER THAN THIEF. 
There arc, in tuu body politic, econo- 


mic and social, many and grave evils, 
and there is urgent necessity for tho 
sternest war upon them. There should 
be relentless exposure of and attack up- 
on every evil man, whether politician' or 
business mim, every evil practice, wheth- 
er in politics, in business, or in social 
life, 
J hail a* a benefactor every writer 


or speaker, every man who, on the plat- 
form, or in book, magazine, or newspa- 
per, with merciless severity m.".kes such 
attack, provided always that he in his 
turn remembers that the attiiok is of uso 
only if it is absolutely truthful. The 
liar is no whit better than the thief, and 
if his mendacity takes the form of slan- 
der, ho may be worse than most thieves. 
It p.uts a premium upon knavery un- 
truthfully to attack an honest man, or 
even with hysterical exaggeration to as- 
sail a bad man with untruth. An epi- 
demic of indiscriminate assault upon 
character does no good, but very great 
harm. The soul of every scoundrel is 
gladdened whenever an honest man i* as- 
sailed, or oven when a scoundrel is un- 
truthfully assailed. 


REACTION THUS INVITED. 


Now, it is easy to twi?t out of shape 


whatjl-have just said, easy to affect to 
misunderstand it, and. if it is slurred 
ovm in repetition, riot difficult really to 
inlBundertttand it. Some persons are sin- 
cerely incapable of understanding that 
to denounce mud slinging does not mean 
th* indorsement of whitewashing; and 
both the interested individuals who need 
•whitewashing, and 
those- others who 


pruntieo mud slinging, like to encourage 
such confusion of ideas. One of the 
chief counts against those who make in- 
discriminate assault upon men in busi- 
ness or in«n in public life, is that, they 
invite a, reaction which is sure to loll 
powerfully, in favor of the uneerupnlous 
soouudrel'wUo really ought to be uttnek- 
t-d who ought to be exposed, who ought, 
if possible, to be put in the penitentiary. 
If Ari*ttH<* is praised overmuch as just, 
DoonJe got tired of'hearing it; und over- 
con»ure-of the unjust finally and from 
similar reasons results in their favor. 


MAY GIVE IMMUNITY. 


Any'excess is almost sure to invite a 


reaction; and, unfortunately, the reac- 
tion, instead of taking the form of pun- 
ishment of those, guilty of the excess, is 
very apt to take the form either of pun- 
ishment o,f the unoffending or of giving 
immunity, and even strength, to -offend- 
ers. The effoi-t'to make tinanciul or po- 
litical profit out of the destruction of 
character can only result in public calam- 
ity. 


CREATE MORBID SENTIMENT. 
Gross and reckless assaults on charac- 


ter, whether on the stump or in newspa^ 
per, magazine, or book, create a. morbid 
and vicious public sentiment, and at the 
same, time net as a profound deterrent 
to able men of normal sensitiveness and 
tend to prevent them from entering the 
public service at any price. ' As an in- 
stance in point, I rutty mention that one 
serious ditliculty encountered in getting 
the right type of men to dig the Panama 
canal is th'e certainty that they will bo 
exposed, both without, and, I am sorry 
to say, sometimes. within,- congress,, to 
utterly reckless assaults on ^their char- 
acter and capacity.' 


ASKS RIGHTEOUS EXPOSURE. 


At the risk of repetition ..let me say 


again that my plea is; not for immunity 
to but for the' most urisparing exposure 
of the politician who betrays his trust, 
of the big business men who makes or 
spends his fortune in illegitimate or cor- 
rupt ways. There .should be a-resolute 
effort to hunt every .such man out of the 
position he has disgraced. Expose the 
crime, and hunt down the criminal; but 
remember that even in the case of crime, 
if it is attacked in sensational, lurid, and 
untruthful fashion, the attack may do 
more damage to the public mind than 
the crime itself. It i$ because I feel that 
there should be no rest in the endless 
war against the forces of evil that I ask 
that the war be conducted with sanity 
as well as with resolution, 


MUST KNOW WHEN TO STOP. . 
Th« men with the-.muck-rakes are-of- 


ten indispensable to the well-being of so- 
eiiity; but only if they know when to 
stop raking the muck, and to look up- 
ward to the celestial crown above them, 
to the crown of worthy endeavor. There 
are. beautiful' thing's above and around 
I'.bout them; and if they gradually grow 
to feel that the whole world is nothing 
but muck, their power of usefulness is 
gone. If the whole picture is painted 
black there remains no hue whereby to 
single out the rnscals for distinction 
from their fellows. 


INDUCES MORAL BLINDNESS. 


Such'painting finally induces a kind of 


moral color-blindness; nnd people affect- 
ed by it come -to the -conclusion that no 
man'is i-cnllv black, Hind-DO man really 
white, but they are all gray. In otlier 
words, thev neither believe in the truth 
of the attack, nor in the honesty.of the 
man who is attacked;"they..grow as s-iis- 
piciouh of the accusation as of the of- 
fense; it becomes well-night hopeless to 
stir them either, to 'wrath against-wrong- 
doing or to enthusiasm for what is right; 
and such mental attitude in the public 
gives hope to nvery knave, and is'the 
despair of honest men. 


ONE AS -BAD AS THE OTHER. 


The fool who-lifts not sense to discrim 


inate between what is good and what is 
bad is well-nigh ;is dangerous as the man 
who does discriminate and yet chooses 
tho bad." There is nothing more distress- 
ing to every good patriot, to every good 
American,- than the hard, scoffing spirit 
which treats the allegation of dishonesty 
in a public man as a cause' for laughter. 


ACQUIESCENCE EVEN WORSE. 
Bad though a stnte of hysterical ex- 


citement is, and evil though the results 
are which come from the violent oscil- 
lations such excitement invariably pro- 
duces, yet a sudden acquiescence in civil 
is even worse. At this moment we are 
passing through a period of great unrest 
—social, political, and industrial unrest. 
It is of the utmost importance for our 
future that this should prove to be not 
the unrest of mere rebelliousness against 
life, of mere dissatisfaction with the'ine- 
vitable inequality of conditions, but the 
unrest of. a resolute and eager ambition 
to secure the betterment of the individ- 
ual and the nation. So far as this move- 
ment of agitation throughout the coun- 
try takes the form of a fierce discontent 
with evil, of a determination to punish 
the authors of evil, whether in industry 
or politics, the feeling is to be heartily 
welcomed ns a sign of healthy life. 


If, on the other hand, it turns into a 


mere crusade of appetite against appe- 
tite, of a contest between 
thn brutal 


greod of the "have-nots" nnd the brutal 
greed of the "haves," then it ha* no sig- 
nificance for good, but only for evil. 


BOTH EQUALLY GUILTY. 


We can no more and no less afford to 


condone «vil in the man of capital than 
evil in the man of no capital. The weal- 
thy man who exults because there is a 
failure of justice- in the effort to bring 
some trust magnate to an account for 
his misdeed* is as bad .as, and no worse 
than, thp so-called labor

CORPORATION SUPERVISION. 


Again, the national government must 


in some form exercise supervision, over 
corporations engaged in interstate busi-

us to deal with the far-reaching evils.of 
over-capitalization. This year we are 
making a beginning in the direction of 
serious effort to settle some . of these1 
economic .problems by the railway-rate 
legislation. 


HONESTY THE GREAT VIRTUE. 


-• The first requisite in the public ser- 
vants who are to deal in this shape with 
corporations,"whether as legislators or 
as executives,, is honesty. This honesty 
can be no respecter of persons. There 
can be no such thing as unilateral hon- 
esty. The danger 'is not really from cor- 
rupt corporations; it springs from the 
corruption itself, whether exercised for 
or against corporations. 


The eighth commandment reads, "Thou 


shalt not steal." It docs not rend, "Thou 
shalt not steal from the rich man." 
It 


does not rend, "Thou shalt not steal 
from the poor man." Tt reads simply 
and plainly, "Thou shalt not steal." 


SANITY JUST AS NECESSARY, 
But, in addition to honesty, we. need 


sanity^ No honesty will, make a public 
man useful if that nmu is timid or fool- 
ish, if 'lie is a hot-headed zealot or .an 
impriiriical visionary. As we strive for 
reform we h'nd that it is not at all mere- 
ly the case of n long uphill pull. On the 
contrary, .there is almost as much., of 
breeching, work as of collar work; to de- 
pend, only on traces means that there 
will sbon'bc a runaway and an upset'.-' ' 
;"'.MOST DANGEROUS OPPONENTS.. ' 


On Uio other hand, the wild preachers 


of unrest aiid discontent, the \yild agita- 
tors against the entire easting order, 
the men who act crookedly, whether be- 
cause of sinister design or from mere 
puzzle-headedness, the men who preach 
destruction without proposing any sub- 
stitute for what they intend to destroy, 
or who propose a substitute which would 
be far worse than the cxirtiug evils—all 
these men arc the most dangerous oppo- 
nents of real reform.

But, if we compare this maximum 
with: that' of last year's March, it is 
most unfavorable for the former, for 
March 28th last year showed a tempera- 
ture of 74 degree*, which, as you will 
know, is the mean temperature of a sum- 
mer day. 


The lowest temperature wns registered 


as 4 degrees on-the 17th' and 22d. 


In regard to the precipitation there is 


the following to say: While the. total 
precipitation of March, 1904 was 5.23, 
and last year 1.96, in the last March fell 
but 1.59 inches.

TROUBLE OVER TUNNELS 


City of Chicago and Traction 


Interests Carry Fight 


to Sec. Taft. 


WASHINGTON, 
April 
10.—Mayor 


Dunne, of Chicago, W. W. Curley, repre- 
senting the Union Traction company and 
Walter Fisher, special counsel for the 
city of Chicago, appeared before Secre- 
tary Taft today and presented arguments 
concerning tho lowering of tho three 
river tunnels in Chicago which should 
have been sunk to a depth of 22 feet be- 
fore April 15, 1000. 


It was set forth by Mayor Dunne that 


the fight in Chicago concerning street 
railway made it impossible for the city to 
undertake changes in the tunnels which 
are used almost exclusively by the stcet 
railways. Mr. Curley explained the con- 
ditions, under which the railroads offer 
to lower the tunnels and Mr. Fisher dis- 
cussed at length the fight for clean gov- 
ernment which he said was nt tho bot- 
tom of all the trouble between the com- 
panies anl the city.

Citizens Endorse Ne- 


groes' Death. 


Gov. Folk Determined to Arrest Ringleaders— 


IMob Spirit Still Rampant, and the 


Least Incident May Occasion 


a Bloody Clash. 


SPRINGFIELD, April 
16—Warrants 


for twenty-five persons charging them 
with being leaders in the mob were is- 
sued this afternoon, and a force of depu- 
ties was sent out to make .arrests. 


KANSAS CITY, April 10.—A special 


from Springfield, Mo., to the Star, says: 


"Notwithstanding the presence of arm- 


ed troops the fact that a grand jury had 
been called to indict the leaders of Sat- 
urday night's mob; that the county pros- 
ecutor has promised to issue warrants 
during the- day and the best citizens have 
decried the triple lynching, the streets 
today arc full of people who approve the 
work of the mob, who curse all negroes 
and advise that they be run out of town. 


All danger of mob violence is not past. 


Hundred.-* of men openly curse and jeer 
the soldiers. Hundreds of men boldly 
utter the threat that if arrests are made 
the people will rescue the arrested men 
and drive the militia as well as the ne- 
groes from the city. Everywhere this 
threat is heard: "This town is too small 
for negroes and whites to live in. One 
or the other must go." 


NEGRO'S REMARK STIRS CROWD. 
An incident showing the trend of the 


feeling took place here today near the 
oourt house where hundreds of people 
were gathered, walking aimlessly about. 
A negro leaning against the court house, 
with the troops nearby made the remark 
in a swaggering manner: "Give the col- 
ored men the guns and we'll show you." 
Several white men threatened to close in 
on the negro when officers hustled the 
man away to jail. These are the things 
feared by the conservative citizens. They 
know how trivial an incident may start a 
riot. 


After the meeting of the criminal court 


today when nn order was given for the 
convening of the grand jury, Roscoe Pat- 
terson, prosecuting attorney said: 


"I shall file information and issue war- 


rants for the arrest of every man I can 
learn was concerned in the lynching or 
the assault upon the jail. These arrests 
will be made as quickly as possible with- 
out waiting for the grand jury to act." 


FOLK ORDERS ARRESTS. 


.TF.FFERSON CITY, Mo., April 16.— 


At noon Governor Folk issued instruc- 
tions to Adjutant General De Armond 
to direct General H. C. Clark, in com- 
mand of the state militia, now in Spring- 
field, to arrest the leaders of the mob of 
Saturday night, put them in jail and sur- 
round the jail with troops for protection. 


•The governor-staled that the militia. 


will be kept in Springfield until quiet and 
order is restored and danger of injury 
to persona and property is averted. 


This afternoon Governor Folk departed 


for St. Louis to address the convention 
of the southwestern commercial clubs 
and will continue to receive reports from 
Springfield in St. Louis. 


300 SOLDIERS IN TOWN. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., April 16.—Quiet 


prevailed here today and the indications 
were that the, race trouble was over. The 
presence of the troops has had the effect 
of bringing the people to a full realiza- 
tion of the situation. The last of the 
state militia ordered here by Gov. Folk 
arrived early today, and six companies 
now patrol the streets. With the first 
appearance of the soldiers last evening 
there came a revulsion of sentiment. Be- 
fore midnight a decided reaction had set 
in -and people began to condemn the ac- 
tion of the mob that lynched the three 
negroes and burned their bodies. 


NOT HER ASSAILANTS. 


Todnv this feeling gained strength es- 


pecially when it became thoroughly ap- 
preciated that Mu.bcl Edmondson, the 
white domestic, had declared positively 
that Duncan and Coker. two 
of tlip 


negroes lynched, were not her assailants. 
This was heightened by the arrival from 
Jefferson City of an assistant attorney 
general, sent by Gov. Folk to aid the 
"ounty cftifials in ferreting out and pro- 
renting the members of the mob, the 
names of many of whom nve known 


SPRINGFIELD'S EASTER SUNDAY. 


Sjiringlield will long remember Easter 


Sunday M a day of »hame and humilia- 


tion. Its day of atonement will come 
soon when the men who made the dawn 
of Easter hideous with the hanging and 
burning of three negroes pay the penal- 
ty which Gov. Folk and the state offi- 
cials have sworn to impose. 


Yesterday morning while the church 


bells were calling worshippers to (ser- 
vices of thanksgiving the. charred embers 
of 
three negroes, burned to make a 


mob's holiday Saturday night, still lay 
on the public square. Over them had 
been. reared a. statue personifying Jus- 
tice. 


The fire in which they died, around 


which the mob howled as Easter davra- 
ed, 
was still smoldering. There was 


gloom in the churches, and pastors found 
themselves unable to say the words of 
good will they had prepared. 


Not until one militia company arrived 


and was followed by another and anoth- 
er, did the town breathe freely. 


All confidence had been lost in local 


officials, who showed their color so dis- 
tinctly Saturday night. The police force 
and sheriffs alike were scorned by the 
men who comprised-the mobs. But the 
spectacle of soldiers marching through 
the streets cowed them, and the news 
that rewards had been offered for their 
arrest drove the ringleaders to cover., 


BIG CROWD WATCHES ON. 


Five thousand persons saw the three 


negroes hanged and burned. Among the 
crowd of spectators were hundreds of 
women and children, girls and boys. In 
a hall overlooking the plaza an Easter 
dance was in progress. Its rnus-ic stop- 
ped, while the dancers crowded to the 
windows and watched the writhing black 
bodies and the flames that finally con- 
sumed them. 


Today souvenirs of the night, consist- 


ing of a button from the trousars of one 
of the negroes, a piece of the' hangman's 
rope, and other pieces of relics, were 
eagerly bought. 


ATTACK ON GIRL AROUSES MOB. 
It was a criminal attack on a girl by 


two negroes late Friday night, following 
a series of crimes of which negroes were 
accused, that started the mob upon its 
work. The girl, Mabel Edmonson, who 
came here a few days ago in search of 
work, was taken from a buggy after her 
escort had been stunned, and dragged in- 
to a clump of woods. 


Early Saturday two negroes were ar- 


rested on suspicion. Later in the day 
the girl,saw the men. She declared they 
were not the men who attacked her. Des- 
pite this, the chief of police kept them in 
custody. The negroes were Fred Coker, 
21 years old, and Horace Duncan, 20 
years old. They were .taken to Greene 
county jail. There also were confined 
two other negroes, Allen and Kane, 
charged with the murder last January of 
O. II. Ruark, a confederate soldier, 80 
years old. 


GUILTY ALLOWED TO ESCAPE. 
Coker, Duncan and Allen were lynch- 


ed and burned. The Edmonson girl de- 
clares the first two were innocent of the 
attack upon her. Police officials admit- 
ted that the guilt of Ruark's murder was | 
fixed more firmly on the negro Kane than 
on Allen, who was burned. In the wild 
panic at the jail during the attack Kane 
escaped with the other prisoners. 


Guilt or innocence made no difference 


to the mob. It ceased to be human when 
once fairly started on its work. Crazed 
with a lust for blood, it sought only to 
kill, kill negroes against whom feeling 
was intense. 


LONG TO BE REMEMBERED. 


The scenes at the lynehings Saturday 


night will long remain in the memory of 
residents. 
After wreaking its fury on 


Horace Duncan and Fred Coper who were 
suspected of assault upon Mabel Edmon- 
son, the- mob turned its attention to oth- 
>r nc-gro prisoners. Kane and Allen 
were suggested as fit subjects and the 
latter \vas found hiding under n cot in 
his cell. Ho was dragged out, his hands 
were tied behind his back, a rope was put 
around his neck and he was marched to 
the tower in the square. 


DEATH VERDICT PASSED. . 


Two men climbed up'the iron stairway 


and stood upon the platform with Allen 
between them. One, a lantern in his 


hand, faced the crowd below and waving 
his hand toward the negro, said: . 


"Ladies and Gentlemen: This is Will 


Allen, the man who murdered old man 
Ruark. What shall we do with him?" 


"Hang him!" cried the erowd."Throw 


him overboard!" 


"Can anyone identify the nigger?" ask- 


ed the spokesman. 


"Hold up- the lantern," some one shout- 


ed. The man put the lantern up so it 
shone into the face of the negro and 
some one in the .crowd said: • 


"Yes, I identify him; hang him." 
"Are you Will Allen?" asked the ora- 


tor. 


"Yes, but I didn't kill Ruark," he an- 


swered. 


"I only know what I heard, that Bus 


Kane killed him," the negro answered. 


"Make him spit it out, make him con- 


fess," the crowd snouted. The man with 
the lantern shouted again: 


"Is this nigger guilty? Yes or no." 
Some one shouted—"Yes." 
Others 


cried—"No!" 


The mob was undecided. 
While the 


crowd was debating, the second man on 
the platform began tying a' rope to the 
iron railing. 


' THROWN FROM TOWER. 


The negro stood directly above the 


smoldering ash. heap 
from 
which the 


smell of burning flesh, arose. But he 
stood erect while the man with the lan- 
tern harangued the mob and the crowd 
jeered. In the meantime the rope had 
been placed about Allen's neck and pres- 
ently the hangman caught the negro's 
ankles-, lifted him and threw him. forward 
over the railing. Allen turned a somer- 
sault in the air and as the rope became 
'taut 'his neck cracked like a pistol shot. 
The rope broke and he fell.in the bed of 
coalu on top of the other two negroes. 
There he., kicked and floundered around 
until another rope was brought, thrice 
loped around his neck and he was" again 
suspended in midair. 


More boxes were brought, another big 


fire was kindled and soon the swaying 
corpse fell into it. After that most- of 
the men went home, but some men and 
boys stayed at the tower all night and 
fed the fire. 


IMPOSSIBLE IN NEW MEXICO- 
ST. LOUIS, April 16.—Governor Hoch 


of Kansas, Governor Hagermaii of New 
Mexico and Gov. Davis of Arkansas, who 
.are here as guests of the convention of 
the Southwestern Commercial clubs were 
asked today for expressions concerning 
the Springfield, Mo., lynching. 


Governor Hagerman, New Mexico, 


said: 


"Such a lynching as took place in 


Springfield, under a statue of liberty, 
with the police helpless could not have 
occurred in New Mexico. Our mounted 
police are men who would take no ac- 
count of the odds against them in enforc- 
ing the law. It would be a lasting dis- 
grace to a sheriff in the territory to 
have a prisoner taken from him by a 
mob as it is to have a prisoner escape." 


Governor Hoch, Kansas, said: 
"Race prejudice is not bounded by geo- 


graphical lines. This outbreak in which 
the mob did not wait to learn whether 
the prisoners were guilty is another in- 
stance of this hyena-like spirit." 


Governor David, Arkansas, said: 
"I have nothing to say on any subject 


to a newspaper reporter. I don't want 
to see one. I have no opinion on the 
lynching at Springfield, or any other sub- 
ject for publication."

COMPEOMISE TALK 


HEAKD FREQUENTLY 


No Hope Hatten Will be the Man- 


Younger Stalwarts Would End 


Factionalism—Jfight on Old 


Lines Likely Thia Year. 


MILWAUKEE, 
April 16,—Now that 


the municipal elections are over politi- 
cians -;urn to the state ticket. The pro- 
primary campaign is likely to be in full 
bloom within a few weeks, to continue 
all through the summer. A formal an- 
nouncement of his platform is expected 
from Governor Davidson shortly. 


There is considerable talk of a com- 


bination between the governor and W. 
H. Connor, but the latter when in Mil- 
waukee recently refused to enlighten in- 
quirers on the matter. 
The way in 


•which the situation is shaping . itself 
-would appear to make something of the 
kind probable. It is certain that Speak- 
er Lenroot will have the support of Sen- 
ator La Follette. This will bring to him 
a large part of the radical La Follette 
men, constituting a large section of the 
half-breed wing of the party. It is ad- 
mitted among politicians that In a four 
cornered fight, such as would ensue if all 
the candidates remained in the field, 
neither Davidson or Connor would be 
able to get the nomination without help 
from the stalwarts, and this would have 
to be kept quiet lest it result in scaring 
the half-breeds over into the Lenroot 
camp. 


Which will be the one selected to make 


the race in case of such an affiance is 
uncertain, but the indications are that 
it will be the governor. 


HOUSER WITH LENROOT, 


Meanwhile, Mr. Lenroot is strength- 


ening his lines by judicious alliances. It 
is well understood that Secretary of 
State Houser, who is desirous of serving 
the state for another term, lias cast his 
lot with the speaker, and is promoting 
his candidacy in every way he can. In 
fact, he is looked upon as Mr. Lenroot's 
manager and chief adviser in the prelim- 
inary fight. So far Mr. Houser is- the 
only one of the state officers who has 
come out flatly for -a renomination. 


SEEK COMPROMISE CANDIDATE. 
There is still heard talk of a comprom- 


ise candidate, and since the election here 
the younger members of the party have 
expressed themselves as hopeful that 
some energetic young man will duplicate 
in the state the campaign which-Mayor 
Becker made in Milwaukee so success- 
fully. This does not seem at all likely 
at present. A campaign of this kind 
might easily be conducted in Mihvaukee, 
and be a failure in the state, it is point- 
ed out. Conditions nre entirely differ- 
ent, and besides there seems to me no 
one to take the role of peacemaker with 
a club. All hope of Senator Hatten be- 
ing induced to stand as a compromise 
candidate is dead, for the reason that 
the friends and supporters of the four 
candidates already in the field have 
shown no intention of listening to any 
peace "talk. So far aa can be seen now, 
the fight will go on aa laid out to a fin- 
ish. 


NO STALWART PLANS. 


What the stalwarts will do is a conun-i 


drum. Among the- older ones a desire is 
shown to put a stalwart candidate into 
the field, on the belief that if the stal- 
wart vote can be caat solidly for one 
candidate he will have a good chance of 
being nominated. It has even been sug- 
gested that the stalwarts call a conven-, 
tion, and decide oh a candidate, but it 
has not gone beyond the stage of sugges- 
tion. . Among the younger members of 
that wing there is shown a desira to put 
an end to the present factional fight 
through dropping the radicals on either 
aide, and uniting on a good man simply 
because he is a Republican, without any 
brand ol any kind. Two years from now 
something of this kind is likely to hap- 
pen, bat for the present the fight will 
continue on factional lines.

It is stated upon the best of authority 


that Pesident Frost of the Chicago & 
Milwaukee Electric railway,

WASHINGTON, April 16.—Seven men 


wens killed, two more injured so serious- 
ly that it is feared they will die and a 
number of others bad,ly hurt by an ax- 
plosion of powder in the forward "'gun 
turret of 'the battle ship Kearsarge, off j 
the coast of Cuba Friday. Just two 
years previously to a day thirty-three 
men were killed by a somewhat similar 
explosion on the battle ship Missouri. 
The fact that both accidents occurred on 
the 13th day of the month, one on a 
Friday, and one in a thirteen-inch gun 
turret, has caused a shiver of superstit- 
ious terror among naval men. This is 
intensified by the origin of these disas- 
ters, and the fact that they seem to be 
almost impossible of prevention. 


The Atlantic fleet, the strongest fight- 


ing squadron America has ever. owned, 
had been for weeks engaged in the most 
severe drills in the waters of the Carib- 
bean Sea, culminating in the quarterly 
target practice. This practice was just 
about concluded with most satisfactory 
results, and it was confidently expected 
at the department that all records would 
be broken in the matter of rapidity of 
fire and efficiency of the gunners. 


There is much speculation here in na- 


val circles as to how the accident occurr- 
ed. General astonishment is expressed 
that the battle ship was not damaged 
and more men killed. Thee were twenty- 
five men in the turret when the powder 
exploded, and it is not explained how 
they escaped. It is not understood how 
three sections of the powder became ig- 
nited without setting fire to the entire 
charge. Each charge is divided into four 
sections weighing between SO and. 90 
pounds. Three of these exploded but not 
the fourth. 


PETITIONS SUPREME COURT 


WASHINGTON, April 16.—In the su- 


preme court of the United States, Attor- 
ney Edmund F. Richardson of Denver, 
Colo., today entered a motion to adva.nco 
the hearing in the cafes of Charles H. 
Moyer, W. D. Hay wood and George A. 
Pettibone in custody in Idaho, on the 
charge of assassinating former Governor 
Steunenberg of that state. He informed 
the .court that the men were virtually 
kidnapped in Colorado by the collusion 
of the governor of that state, with the 
governor of Idaho. The court took the 
motion under advisement.

Instead of going 
to the residence of Mr. Klein he sat 
around the house and about ten minutes 
of 4 o'clock informed his wife that he 
would go to his room, lie down and take 
a I nap. 
Mrs. Proehl offered to go'up 


stairs and fix the bed, but Mr. Proehl 
told her she was nervous and to never 
mind and he went up to his room. Not 
five minutes after he readied the room 
Mrs. Proehl was startled by a dull sound 
and a thud, as if something had fallen. 


FINDS HIM DEAD. 


With all possible haste Mrs. Proehl 


ran up stairs to the room and was horri- 
fied to discover her husband lying across 
the bed. There was a bullet wound on 
the right side of the head, blood running 
from the same and beside him lay a 32- 
calibre five barreled revolver. Almost 
prostrated from the sight Mrs. Proehl 
managed to get down stairs and gave the 
alarm. Dr. J. G. Moachem was called 
and made an examination and gave as his 
opinion that the bullet entered the brain 
and that death was instantaneous.

A PROMINENT RESIDENT. 


Herman Proehl was a native of Ger- 


many, his birth having occurred in the 
Kingdom of Saxony on the 4th of May, 
1850. In the land of his nativity, his 
boyhood days were spent and in

schools of that country he acquired an 
education. 
Bidding good-bye to home 


and friends he sailed for America in 1366, 
and arrived in New York. He spent only 
a short time there, going to Utica, where 
he made hi* home until 1S7S. and learned 
the trade of a machinist. 


CAME TO RACINE. 


In 1878 he determined to try his for- 


tune in the west and came to Racine. 
For a time he worked as a machinist, 
but sixteen years ago he opened the bus- 
iness of selling musical instruments and 
musical merchandise, also did tuning and 
repairing. 
He built up a large and lu- 


crative trade and some years ago became 
a partner of Henry \Viegand, the firm 
name being Proehl £ Wiegand. 
A few 


years ago he sold out his business to Mr. 
Wiegand and retired, mainly on account 
of failing health. Since that time he 
took life easy. Ho can truly be elassjed 
a self-rando man. for whatever success . 
he achieved in life was due to his own 
efforts. He was always enterprising and 
progressive, known as being honest and 
upright to a high degree and had the 
condfipnce of the entire business commu- 
nity. He was a valuable citizen and a 
kind husband and father. 


He was a member of the Royal League, 


and Modern Woodmen: also president of 
the Mechanics' Building association and 
stockholder in the Belle City opera house. 
There survives to mourn his death a wife, 
one sister living iu Utica, New York, a 
step-son and a step-daughter.

that no notification was sent to policy 
holders who had loans from private par-

FIRMLY ENTRENCHED. 


, An admission by President Palmer 
showing how firmly' entrenched the offi- 
cers of tho company were in the control 
of elections was' to' the effect that all 
nominations for trustees made by the 
agents' association were passed upon by 
the board of trustees before the election. 
Trustes who were up for re-election were 
present at the meetings where their own 
qualifications %vere passed upon. As a 
matter of fact, however, Mr. Palmer de- 
clared, no nomination of the agents of a 
trustee had ever been rejected. 


The records of the company for the 


election of 1004 were produced showing 
that a majority of the persons who vot- 
ed proxies ''were not policy holders of 
the Northwestern Mutual Life Insurance 
company 
a-Hd -that, thus • the 
rather 


•trange situation was created 'of non- 
policy holders in the company actually 
electing the officers who controlled the 
company's business. Mr. Palmer was 
not inclined to make comments on this 
matter and when asked if he did not 
think such a situation with those prox- 
ies picked out by the officers of the com- 
pany themselves would tend to give the 
management of the company a very ef- 
fectual control on elections, said:

WIFE HAD PRINTED BLANKS. 
The records produced in regard-to the

CAN SUSPEND HABEAS CORPUS 


Colorado Justice Say« Governor Has Power 


to Abrogate Writ. 


DENVER, Colo., April 13.— Chief Jus- 


tice Gabbert, of the state supreme court, 
yesterday delivered a supplemental opin- 
ion in the Moyer case. It is generally 
conceded that thili new opinion will take 
precedence over the former 
majority 


opinion, as the latest expression of the 
cout. 


The chief justice declared that tha gov- 


ernor of the state has the power to sus- 
pend habeas corpus at his discretion aHd 
that the courts cannot review the action. 


The body of the new opinion is taken 


up with extracts from an opinion of Jus- 
tice Johnson in a case in the Philippine 
islands, in which the power of the gov- 
ernor general to suspend the privileges of 
the writ of habeas corpus during a state 
of insurrection in the province of Batan- 
gas was upheld. The chief justice finds 
the case analogous to the situation pre- 
sented in Colorado during the labor trou- 
bles and draw conclusions in which the

TARIFF REVISIOX. 


There are no reasons visible for think- 


ing there will be any reduction of our 
vast foreign commerce during the pres- 
ent liseul year. If the tariff undergoes 
revision it will not be upon the lines of 
reducing the revenues, but inequalities 
will be removed, excessive protection up- 
on some articles which only foster mono- 
poly be called down and increased protec- 
tion given the smaller industries by prop- 
er legislation that will enable them to 
cope with the great trusts of the land. 


Further sundry devices which by pres- 


ont provisions exist, admitting certain 
articles or productions free of duty, pro- 
vide in case other countries levy duties, 
that then in such case, a fixed duty is 
levied on similar productions, enables 
great trusts to take advantage of such 
duty and assess it to American consum- 
ers. Thus oil is' on the free list, but by 
the system permitted a complete protec- 
tion is given which prevents any foreign 
country importing their oils into tho 
United States to compete with our oil 
magnates. 
This duty'must be equal to 


that of the foreign country levying a 
duty und exist* on both the raw and re- 
lined products. There are 124 countries 
levying a duty, Russia being one, with a 
duty of 11 cents. This 11 cents is then 
imposed against any Russian oil, and ef- 
ivjtuuUy excludes that country from sell- 
ing a gallon of oil in the United States. 


An explanation was lately given of thio 


condition of things on this particular in- 
dustry by a Washington correspondent, 
William W. Smith, which is not without 
interest. 


"We often hear it stated that petro- 


leum is on the 'free list,' but it is not 
generally known, 1 take it, that petro- 
leum is only free 'provided that if there 
be imported into the United States crude 
petroleum or the products of crude petro- 
leum produced in any country which im- 
poses a duty on petroleum or its pro- 
ducts, there shall be levied, paid and col- 
lected, 11 duty upon said nnulc petroleum 
or its products so impprted equal to the 
duty imposed by said country.' At last 
accounts it appears that there were 
duties levied on petroleum by 124 coun- 
tries with Ii95 different duties. 113 of 
which were on refined, 105 duties on 
crude petroleum, and 377 duties on the 
products of petroleum. It is well known 
and generally admitted that the by-pro- 
ducts in refining petroleum pay all the 
expense of refining and leave a handsome 
profit, and this being the case in Russia. 
as well as in the United States, it is 
claimed that refined Russian oil can be 
imported into this country at a cost of 
two cents per gallon. Russia levies a 
duty of a fraction over eleven cents per 
gallon on refined 'petroleum, which op- 
erates exclusively against the Standard 
Oil Company. A paternalistic govern- 
ment, however, tinder the provision of 
the Dingley act quoted, levies the same 
duty of eleven cents against Russian oil 
and in favor of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany. Tt is said the Standard Oil Com- 
pany is now selling refined petroleum at 
four cents per gallon for export in bulk, 
which it in enabled to do largely because 
of the duty of eleven cents thus imposed 
keeps Russian oil out of this market. At 
the same time, the domestic consumer 
is x;«irged from seven to ten cents per 
gallon by the thousand barrels. Petro-. 
leum may be ou the, free list, but it 
would appear to have about all the pro- 
tection even the Standard Oil Company 
could possibly want. 
In view of the 


above, it does not seem remarkable that 
the Standard Oil Company should have 
declared dividends at the rate of over 
forty million dollars per year since .it 
secured the exclusive control of the 
American market by crushing out home 
competition and eliminating foreign com- 
petition by means of the tariff, while 
prior to that the average dividend was 
only about twelve million dollars per an- 
num. It has been claimed that while 
nominally capitalized at $100,000,000 in 
round numbers, the paid up capital of the 
Standard Is only forty million dollars 
cash. «o that the dividends of forty-eight 
million dollars paid in 1900 and 1901 
amount to forty-eight per cent on the 
gross capitalization and 120 per cent on 
the alleged cash 
capitalization.

cles. Proper reciprocity treaties Will be 
arranged for more upon the linrs of that 
great apostle of protection, James G. 
Blaine. In any tariff revision tinder Re- 
publican auspices it may be depended up- 
on true, protection will not be departed 
from. .

BCYING BACK VALUES. 


As illustrating the great difference be- 


fore and after, it is asserted corpora- 
tions enjoying-'va luable franchises often 
in the .first place given'them for noth- 
ing, hold them .at fabulous values when 
it for reasons has .become necessary for 
the public to buy them back, but for 
taxable purposes such possess an insig- 
nificant value. 


Tin's trait is not at', all confined to 


any particular state or locality, for such 
characteristic is 'general in all commu- 
nities. The franchise value is notorious- 
ly, in many instances, really by far the 
greatest value attaching to the stocks 
and bonds, for the mere physical value 
is not in proportion along the -franchise 
value. 
In New York the courts have 


held the state may assess these fran- 
chises, but so far as 'any one has heard, 
the taxation value is but a bagatelle. 
An instance of the great worth of 
good franchise is shown; in the state- 
ment the New York Central only asks 
$100,000,000.from New York City in re- 
turn for its giving up its right to occupy 
certain streets with its tracks. 


The Ledger,, of Philadelphia, one of 


the conservative papers in the country, 
and which has its opinions about people 
who express opinions on 
corporations, 


says regarding the above-mentioned mat- 
ter that: 


"The difference between the value of 


a franchise when'a corporation wants 
to sell it or force the city to take it and 
what it values it at for taxable pur- 
poses is forcibly illustrated in the case 
of the New York Central railroad, which 
wants $100,000,000 for its rights on llth 
avenue and other streets, from which it 
is proposed in a bill passed by the leg- 
islature to remove the company's tracks. 
Under the special franchise assessment 
by the state board, and which under the 
Ford law is taxable the same as real 
estate for city purposes, it is shown that 
the franchise of the New 'York Central 
railroad for tracks lengthwise on llth 
avenue and other streets was assessed 
in 1905 as worth $1,480,000, and the cor- 
poration was expected to pay the regu- 
lar real estate tax rate of New York 
City upon this valuation. 


The New York Central objected to 


this valuation as excessive, and the pay- 
ment of its taxes upon this franchise 
is now held up in the supreme court of 
New York pending certibrari proceed- 
ings which it has instituted to review 
the action of the, State Board of Tax 
Commissioners in fixing (he value of the 
franchise at 81,480,000." 


This sort of thing is not at all con- 


fined to New York'Cit}1. It has'been 
abundantly shown in many of the larger 
cities. Tt might

The proposition to exploit the Philip- 


pines should be laid down upon. The 
safety provisions provided for some time 
ago which saved to the Filipinos their 
public land domains from being-taken 
possession of by great syndicates should 
be retained, not repealed. 
Under the 


first laws enacted for the'Philippines it 
was so provided no syndicate could pos- 
sibly isecure large tracts'of larid, 'agri- 
cultural, mineral or of timber, and small 
tracts no larger than forty acres being 
the maximum that could be acquired by 
any one person, and 2,500 acres by .any 
firm or corporation. 


Now jt is alleged, the country is not 


being exploited, rapidly enough and that 
corporations carin.ot accomplish anything 
to the purpose under the beggarly pro- 
visions made,for the safety of the ortly 
people who are interested, the, Philippine 
people themselves. • Therefore, if 
tho 


laws are repealed, thus giving the clear 
lie to every one of our professions at the 
time, and give a wide path by which or- 
ganized syndicates may take possession 
of great territories, high as twenty-five 
thousand acres, at a lick, as is'intended 
to now provide, it will only increase 
what is a growing feeling that we have 
swallowed in the Philippines much more 
than is healthy for the national stom- 
ach to digest. It will necessarily further 
add to the animosity of many of the' 
Filipino people who are able to recog- 
nize in. this, contemplated as yet, new 
departure, opening their''country to the 
depredation and rule of the American 
corporation, and depriving their people 
of their rightful own. 


'It is wholly immaterial whether or not 


our syndicates flourish upon the sus- 
tenance of these rich lands. It is en- 
tirely immaterial if the more indolent 
Filipinos develop theirj great resources 
or not'with the rapidity with which our 
syndicated organizations might, and let 


be understood that in this develop- 


ment it is a fair' question to ask who 
gets the bulk of'the proceeds, 
[f these 


Klipinos don't care to develop as.the 


cupidity of our capitalists might do, still 
during all the arguments going on "in 
which public sentiment was crystalizing 
favorable to retain"these,islands, it was 
dwelt upon insistently that we. were mot 
to exploit, but to govern the Philippines 
in the'strict interests of these people. 
What is now proposed to do, can hardly 
be regarded as fulfilling our promises.

The statement'has been made that the 


most'important agent or propaganda for 
government and state ownership and 
management of public utilities, is the 
average public service corporation -itself. 
The New York Herald takes this view 
for in commenting upon the statement of 
the president of the Street Car Com- 
panies' Association of America, that city 
ownership was municipal socialism, not 
long since said: 


"This is probably true, and the street 


car companies, by their utter lack of con- 
sideration for the rights of the traveling 
public, are doing more to make the pro- 
paganda popular than all the socialist or- 
ators and workers in this country." 


What is about true is that if the pub- 


lic were treated with as scant courtesy 
and indifference by the employes of busi- 
ness houses, of manufactories and of're- 
tail-stores, as they are very often by the 
employes and officials of these public 
corporations, there would be trouble, in- 
deed, and a new assortment of business 
houses and stores would certainly take 
the place of the old. It is not alone 'the' 
scantiness with which the great,public 
arc treated, but the manner in which 
these 'corporations generally carry out 
the terms of their franchises. These are 
merely incidentals and through the slack- 
ness of public officials, become, and have 
become permanencies. 


Were these public service corporations 


to be managed, conducted towards the 
public properly, and were every franchise 
terra, such as graft and indifference have 
been permitted to be inserted , in fran- 
chises even enforced strictly, there would 
be but little of this talk of public own- 
ership and management. As the Herald 
intimates, it. is in the power of these cor- 
porations themselves to terminate much 
of the present admitted growing strength 
looking towards state and municipal 
ownership and management.

The op- 
erators "stand firmly on the principles" 
enunciated in that award, declaring that 
any arbitration that doe? not perma- 


nently settle such questions is a farce." 


The anthracite miners now meet this 


reply with another proposal in which the 
terms of their original demand are con- 
siderably modified. They do not a.=k for 
an agreement with the 
United Mine 


Workers of America, but only with the 
anthracite miners. They consent to eli- 
minate some of the pending issues from 
the scope of arbitration, practically re- 
ceding from the demand that the opera- 
tors collect union levies for the union. In 
substance, they virtually accept the sug- 
gestion that the questio'n of continuing 
the award of 1002 be referred to the con- 
sideration of the original commission or 
to one similarly constituted. 


These are substantial concessions and 


disclose a serious purpose to seek a set- 
tlement by peaceable means. They dfi 
not narrow the scope of the investigation 
lown to the point desired by the opera- 
tors, but the Isiitor cnnnot afford 
to 


tand on thair- dignity and insist that 
here be no modification of the award 
fixed in 1002. Conditions have changed 
materially since then and it is only fair 
;lmt the 
proposed 
strike commission 


should take cognizance of this change 
and go into the broader aspects of the 
situation. Presidents Baer and Trnes- 
dale now declare their purpose to "stand 
mt" on their original proposal and rtfuse

President Upbraids Those Who

in Life. 


The Liar if His Mendacity Takes Form of Slan- 


der Is No Better Than the Thief— De- 


livers Address at Laying of 


Corner Stone. 


WASHINGTON, April 14.— In the pres- 


ence of a distinguished assemblage with 
the president of the United States tak- 
ing a prominent part, with the supreme 
court and the senate, the house of rep- 
resentatives and the diplomatic corps, as 
spectators, and before a large concourse 
of people, the corner stone of the office 
building for the house of representatives 
was laid with impressive ceremonies this 
afternoon. 


The address of the day was made by 


President Roosevelt, who spoke on "the 
man with the muck-rake," in part as fol- 
lows: 


THE PRESIDENTS SPEECH. 


Over a century ago Washington laid 


the corner stone of the capitol in which 
was then litilo more than a tract of 
wooded wilderness here beside, the Poto- 
mac. We now find it necessary to pro- 
vide by great additional buildings for the 
business of the government. This growth 
in the need for the housing of the gov- 
ernment is but a proof and example of 
.the way in which the nation has grown 
and the sphere of action of the national 
government has grown. We now admin- 
ister the affairs of a nation in which ttio 
extraordinary growth of population has- 
been 
outstripped by the 
growth of 


wealth and the growth in complex in- 
terests. The material 
problems that 


face us today are not such as they were 
in Washington's time, but the undeyly- 
ing facts of human nature are the name 
now as they were then. Under altered 
external form we war with the same ten- 
dencies toward evil that were evident in 
Washington's time, mid are helped by 
the same tendencies for good.

In Pilgrim's Progress the Man with

ple of him whose vision is fixed on car- 
nal instead of on spiritual things. Yet 
he also typifies the man who in this, life 
consistently refuses to see aught that is 
lofty, and fixes his eyes with solemn in- 
tcntness only on that which is vile and 
debasing. 


TIMES WHEN IT IS NEEDED. 


Now, it is very necessary that we 


should not Hindi from seeing what is 
vile and debasing. There is filth on the 
floor, and it must be scraped up with the 
imick-riike; and there are 
times and 


places 
where this service is 


needed of nil the .services that nan be 
performed. 
But the man who never does 


anything else, who never thinks or 
speaks or writes, save of his feats with 
tiie muck-rake, speedily becomes, not a 
help to society, not an incitement to 
good, but one of the most potent forces 
lor evil. 


LIAR NO BETTER THAN THIEF. 


reaction; and, unfortunately, the reac- 
tion, instead of taking the form of pun- 
ishment of those guilty of the excess, is 
very apt to take the form either of pun- 
ishment o,f the unoffending or of giving 
immunity, and even strength, to offend- 
ers. Tbe effort'.to make financial or po- 
litical .profit out of the destruction of 
character can only result in public calam- 
ity. 


CREATE MORBID SENTIMENT. 


Gross and reckless assaults 'on charac- 
ter, whether on the stump or in newspa- 
per, magazine, or book, create a morbid 
and vicious public sentiment, and at the 
same time act as a profound deterrent 
to able men of normal sensitiveness and 
tend to prevent them from entering the 
public service .at any price. ' As an in- 
stance in point, I may mention that one 
serious difficulty encountered in-getting 
the right type of men to dig the Panama 
canal is the certainty that they will be 
exposed, both .without, and, I am sorry 
to say, sometimes. within,- congress, to 
utterly reckless assaults- on ,thejr char- 
acter and capacity.

ASKS RIGHTEOUS EXPOSURE. 


At the risk of repetition ..let mo say 


again'thut my plea is^ not lor' immunity 
to • but for the' hsost tiii'sparing exposure 
of the. politician, who betrays his trust, 
of the big business men who makes or 
spends his fortune in illegitimate or cor- 
rupt ways. There.should be a'resolute 
effort to hunt every .such.man out of the 
position he has disgraced. Expose the 
crime, and hunt down the criminal; but 
remember that even in the ease of crime, 
if it is attacked in sensational, lurid, and 
untruthful fashion, the attack may do 
more damage to the public mind than 
the crime itself. It is because I feel that 
there should be no rest in the endless 
war against the forces of evil that I ask 
that the war be conducted with sanity 
as well as with resolution. 


MUST KNOW WHEN TO STOP. . 
The men with the:muck-rakes are-of- 


ten indispensable to the well-being of so- 
ciety; but only if they know when to 
stop raking the muck, and to look up 
ward to the celestial crown above them, 
to the crown of worthy endeavor. There 
are beautiful'" things above and around 
about them; and if they gradually grow 
to feel that the whole- world is nothing 
but muck, their power of usefulness is 
gone. If the whole picture is painted 
black there remains no hue whereby to 
single out the rascals 
for distinction 


from their fellows. 


INDUCES MORAL BLINDNESS. 


Such painting finally induces a kind of 


moral color-blindness; and people affect- 
ed by it come to the-conclusion that no 
man is really black,.and no .man-really 
white, but they are all gray. In other 
words, they neither believe in -the truth 
of the attack, nor in the. honesty of the 


There are, in tut- body politic, econo- 


mic and social, many and grave evils, 
and there is urgent necessity for the 
sternest war upon them. There should 
be relentless exposure of and attack up- 
on every evil man, whether politician' or 
business man, every evil practice, wheth- 
er in politics, in business, or in social 
life. 1 hail as a benefactor every writer 
or speaker, every man who, on the plat- 
form, or in book, magazine, or newspa- 
per, with merciless severity makes such 
attack, provided always that he in his 
turn remembers that the attack is of use 
only if it is absolutely truthful. The 
liar is no whit better than the thief, and 
if his mendacity takes the form of slan- 
der, he may be worse than most thieves. 
It puts a- premium upon knavery un- 
truthfully to attack an honest man, or 
even with hysterical exaggeration to as- 
sail a bad man with untruth. An epi- 
demic of indiscriminate assault upon 
character does no good, but very great 
harm. The soul of every scoundrel is 
gladdened whenever an honest man is as- 
sailed, or even when a scoundrel is un- 
truthfully assailed. 


REACTION THUS INVITED. 


Now, it is easy to twist out of shape 
what f I have just said, easy to affect to 
misunderstand it, and. if it is slurred 
over in repetition, riot difficult really to" 
misunderstand it. Some persons are sin- 
cerely incapable of understanding that 
to denounce mud slinging does not moan 
the indorsement of whitewashing; and 
both the interested individuals who need 
whitewashing, and 
those others who 


Droctiee mud slinging, like to encourage 
such confusion of ideas. One of 
the 


chief counts against those who make in- 
discriminate assault upon men in busi- 
ness or men in public Hfo, is that they 
invite ». reliction which in sure to tell 
powerfully, in favor of the unscrupulous 
soouudrel-who really ought to be attack- 
ed. who ought to be exposed, who ought, 
if .possible, to be put iu tin- penitentiary. 
If AristiUea is praised overmuch us just, 
people got tired of hearing it; and ovcr- 
coniHire.-of the unjust finally and from 
similar reasons results in their favor.

CORPORATION SUPERVISION. 


Again, the national government must 


in .some form exercise supervision, over 
corporations engaged in interstate busi- 
ness—and all large corporations are en- 
gaged ' in interstate business—whether 
by license or otherwise, so as to permit 
us to deal with the far-reaching evils .of 
over-capitalization. This year we are 
making a beginning in the direction of 
serious.effort to .settle some . of these 
economic problems by the railway-rate 
legislation. 


HONESTY THE GREAT VIRTUE. 
The first requisite in the public ser- 


vants who are to deal in this shape with 
corporations,"whether as legislators or 
as executives, is honesty. This honesty 
can be no respecter of persons. There 
can be no such thing as unilateral hon- 
esty. The danger is not really from cor- 
rupt corporations; it springs from the 
corruption itself, whether exercised for 
or against corporations. 


The eighth commandment reads, "Thou 


shalt not steal." It does not read, "Thou 
shalt not steal from the rich man." 
It 


does npt read, "Thou shalt not steal 
from the poor man." It reads simply 
and plainly, "Thou shalt not steal." 


SANITY JUST AS NECESSARY, 
gut,, in addition to honesty., we. need 


sanity. No honesty will, make a public 
man useful if that man is timid or "fool- 
ish, if 'he is a hot-headed zealot or .tin 
impractical visionary. As we strive1 for 
reform we lind that it is not at all mere- 
ly the rase of a long uphill pull. On the 
contrary, -.there, is .almost as much., of 
breeching work as of collar work; to de'- 
pend only on traces means that thfere 
will soon be a runaway nnd an upset,; 


il6fJT DANGEROUS OPPONENTS. ' 
On the other hand, the wild preachers 


of unrest and discontent, the wild agita- 
tors, against the entire existing order, 
the men who act crookedly, whether be- 
cause of sinister . design or from mere 
puzzle-headedness, the men who preach 
destruction without proposing any sub- 
stitute for what they intend to destroy,' 
or who propose a substitute which would 
be far worse .than the existiug evils—all 
these men are the most dangerous oppo- 
nents of real reform. If they get their 
way they will lead the people into a 
deeper. pit than into any which they could 
fall under the present system. 


BETTER OPPORTUNITY FOR ALL. 
Materially we must strive to secure a 


broader economic opoprtunity for all 
men, «o that each shall have a better 
chance to show the stuff of which he is 
made.

are which come from the violent oseil 
lations such excitement invariably pro 
duces, yet a sudden acquiescence in civi 
is even worse. At this moment we are 
passing through a period of great unrest. 
—social, political, and industrial unrest 
It is of the utmost importance for our 
future that this should prove to be not 
the unrest of mere rebelliousness against 
life, of mere dissatisfaction with the ine- 
vitable inequality of conditions, but the 
unrest of a resolute and eager ambition 
to secure the betterment of the individ- 
ual and the nation. So far as this move- 
ment of agitation throughout the coun- 
try takes the form of a fierce discontent 
with evil, of a determination to punish 
the authors of evil, whether in industry 
or politics, the feeling is to be heartily 
welcomed as a sign of healthy life. 


If. on the other hand, it turns into a 


mere crusade of appetite against appe- 
tite, of a contest between 
the brutal 


greed of the "have-nots" and the brutal 
greed of the. "haves," then it luw no sig- 
nificance for good, but only for evil. 


BOTH EQUALLY GUILTY. 


We can no more and no less afford to 


condone evil in the man of capital than 
evil in the man of no capital.

G. Rockefeller. ProsDeaive Head of Standard Oil 


\ OW that it is definitely estab- 


lished that the continued 111 
health of John D. Rockefeller, 
jr., has compelled him to 


abandon all business interests of what- 
ever nature, interest centers in his 
cousin. William G., son of William 
Rockefeller, the "Brother William" of 
Standard Oil fame. 
"Young William,' 


as he is known in Wall street, has been 
looked upon as the prospective head of 
the Rockefeller "system" for several 
years. 
Young John has never made 


any pretense to have inherited the 
business instinct of his remarkable fa- 
ther. 
On the contrary, he has been 


perfectly candid in his avowal that for 
him one hour in the presence of Ms 
Sunday school class was better than 
a whole day in Wall street. 


So it is a voluntary and perfectly 


harmonious abdication, if it actually 
amounts to that. The veteran John D., 
who has built the family fortunes to a 
height never before attained by mortal 
man and who has probably lived his 
ideal life in so doing, seems inclined 
to relax, to anticipate the inevitable to 
a certain extent. His brother William, 
now at the head of all the diversified 
Rockefeller interests except the Stand- 
ard Oil, has Hhown no sign of tire. He 
is now a director or officer in thirty- 
one different corporations, in each of 
which the Rockefeller interest is' the 
controlling factor In the management. 


In recent years young John has been 


taken into the directorates of several 
companies in which his father owns 
large interests. His father has made 
a herculean effort to educate him in 
Standard Oil methods and, according 
to Thomas W. Lawson, he has been 
successful theoretically, but not prac- 
tically. The young man knows how to 
do It all, but for him there is no satis- 
faction in the doing. Even his mem- 
bership on the board of the -United 
States Steel corporation brings him no 
joy, and ho is willing and even anxious 
to turn it over to his cousin and with 
it his directorship in the Standard Oil. 


Thus it happens that William G. 


Rockefeller is recognized in business 
circles as heir presumptive. 
If • his 


cousin adheres to his determination not 
to pilot the Rockefeller ship in quest 
of further golden argosies, it will be a 
source o£ great satisfaction for the 
family to know that there is some one 
who can and will. Young William has 
been heard to say that he can never 
rest until he is master of a billion. 


In 1864 the Rockefeller brothers, John 


and William, who had been doing a 
very prosperous refining business in 
Cleveland, O., conceived the scheme.of 
the Standard Oil company and William 
removed to New York to take charge 
of the enterprise there, John remain- 
ing in the Forest City. Shortly after 
tho William Rockefellers settled in New 
York Wi'liam G. was born. 
At this 


time his father was already a rich 
man and the boy was sent to an ex- 
pensive preparatory school and was 
subsequently graduated at Yale. 
He 


obtained high rank at college and 


jeemed inclined to qualify for one of 
the professions, but his father per- 
suaded him to go into business. 


Under his father's direction he proved 
.j be an apt pupil and made rapid 
progress. He developed a keen busi- 
ness sagacity and when the Amalga- 
mated Coppor company was organized 
he was elected secretary and treasurer. 
He filled these poaittons with satis- 
faction, even to Thomas W. Lawson, 
until last' winter, when he resigned, 
disgusted, it is'alleged, by Mr. Law- 
son's business methods.

They spend 
their summers at Greenwich, Conn., 
where they have a beautiful place of 
many acres just outside the town. Mr. 
Rockefeller is very fond of dogs and 
maintains, extensive 
kennels on his 


Greenwich estate. 
He is the proud 


owner of thirty-two beagles and has 
captured many prizes at the bench 
shows. 


Mr. Rockefeller has always had a 


lively appreciation of his duties and 
privileges as an American citizen and 
never neglects an opportunity to vote 
even for minor officials. 
He does not, 


like so many rich men, shirk public 
duty and has made a record as a grand 
juryman. 
As a rule, members of the 


grand jury are lax in their attendance 
and inattentive to th.e business in hand. 
Not so with young William. As fore- 
man of the grand jury of New York 
county he is not only punctual to the 
minute himself, but insists on the same 
rule for all the others. 
Once In the 


jury'room he is all business. He pre- 
sides over all the deliberations of that 
body, and he works twice as hard as 


any other foreman on record. He ad- 
ministers the oath to all the witnesses 
ana does-most ot the questioning, fre- 
quently showing a capacity for1 man- 
aging an unwilling witness equal to. 
that of an expert cross examiner. Dur- 
ing his last service more than 200 wit- 
nesses were examined by him in a sin- 
gle week.

Dunne, of Chicago, W. W. Curley, repre- 
senting the Union Traction company and 
Walter Fisher, special counsel for 
the 


city of Chicago, appeared before Secre- 
tary Taft today and presented arguments 
concerning the lowering of the 
three 


river tunnels in Chicago which should 
have been sunk to a depth of 22 feet be- 
fore April 15, 1006. 


It was set forth by Mayor Dunne that 


the fight in Chicago concerning street 
railway made it impossible for the city to 
undertake changes in the tunnels which 
are used, almost exclusively by the steet 
railways. Mr. Curley explained the con- 
ditions, under which the railroads offer 
to lower the tunnels and Mr. Fisher dis- 
cussed at length the fight for clean gov- 
ernment which he said was at the bot- 
tom of all the trouble between the com- 
panies anl the city. 


'Secretary Taft says he ha« no author- 


ity to extend the time for the changes 
in the tunnels that th-e city railways and 
the city may continue their 
sparring. 


Congress has imposed a duty on him, he 
said, and he must do what is required of 
him regardless of the difference of opin- 
ion, existing in Chicago. He said it will 
not be his purpose to grant any addi- 
tional time for the lowering of the tun- 
nels which will not be used in actual phy- 
sical preparation for the required chan- 
ges.
